WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The menu given 
above is one which Vice-President Hobart 
partook of last winter in' Washington, and 
one of the 89 which brought about the 
malady from which, as his family and phy- 
sicians have said, he has no hope of recov- 
ery. 

It was the continual round of dining last 
winter that brought on Bright's disease and 
heart disease. 

The kidneys and liver succumbed to over- 
work, and so the blood has become pois- 
oned. Medical science knows no cure for 
the malady. 

The same disease has killed many a po- 
tentate and monarch. It carried off Alex- 
ander the Great in the. full flush of his 
career. August Caesar died of it. Henry 
VIIL. died of over-eating, and so did George 
Ill. In our day many a man of millions 
has died similarly. William H. Vanderbilt 
fell dead of heart disease complicated with 

idney trouble; so did ex-Gov. Rosweil P. 
Flower. The annals of Washington offi- 
cial life are filled with the deaths of proim- 
inent men who dined unwilsely. 

Bright’s disease is named for Dr. 
Richard Bright, who discovered its nature 
in 1827. Albumen in the biood is the basis 
of it. It may be acute or chronic. Generally 
it is associated with heart trouble, as in 
Vice-President Hobart’s case. 

The acute form of Bright's disease is gen- 
erally accompanied by dropsy. It may de- 
stroy life in a short time, or it may yield 
to scientific treatment? The chronic form, 
which is Mr. Hobart’s ailment ,is aiways 


fatal sooner later. 

Chauncey Depew's banquet rules are 
pronounced by physicians to be the only 
safe ones. Eat only a few simple dishes; 
don’t mix your wines. 

The statement that Vice-President Ho- 
bart is the victim of too much hospitalitiy 
in the line of dinner parties has created 
comment in official and society circles. 

Mr. Hobart’s prandial record is the most 
remarkable by any public man 
in recent years. The fact that in the course 
of one year, since April, 1898, that 56 dinners 
were given at his town home, will show to 
some extent the hospitality which now 
claims him as its victim. The social ob- 
ligations entailed on the Vice-President are 
beyond question the most laborious part of 
the position. 

According to long established precedent 
he must attend the majority of the Presi- 
dential banquets, the dinners whch the 
Cabinet members give in honor of the Presi- 
dent, and those which the 
in his honor. He must entertat 
President. and every member of the 
net at a separate dining. This brings the 
number of compulsory dinners to 8, al- 
lowing that the Vice-President attends but 
four out of the six Presidential banquets. 

Mr. Hobart not only performed his whole 
duty, according to official etiquette, but 
he atlowed personal friends to &well his 
list of invitations. His record for the sea- 
son beginning Jan. 1, and ending with his 
iliness in early April, was 89 dinners, about 
40 luncheons and about half that number of 
breakfasts. 

In addition he attended all the Presiden- 
tial receptions and stood “behind the line” 
for tle threé hours that the President, Mrs 
McKinley and the Cabinet ladies received 
their guests. 

There is no doubt among the friends of 
Mr. Hobart that he undermined a naturally 
strong constitution by this excessive at- 
tention to what he considered his tal 
duties. Take his record for one week be- 
ginning Feb. 2%, 188. At each of these 
he was the guest of honor:

LONDON, Nov. 4.—It is currently re- 
ported in Berlin dispatches from Brus- 
sels that Dr. Leyds, the Transvaal agent 
there, has received official news of the 
capitulation of Ladysmith and the cap- 
ture of Gen. White, commander of the 
British army. No official news con- 
firming this report has been received in 
London. 

Dr. Leyds surprised the public by an- 
nouncing that the British had evacuated 
Colenso, some forty-eight hours before 
the news was given out by -the British 
War Office. For this reason importance is 
attached to the Brussels telegram, al- 
though British officials. pretend to dis- 
credit Leyds’ Belgian News Bureau, as 
they call it.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The War Office 
posted this evening the following bulle- 
tin: “The Colonial Office has received 
information to the effect that the-British 
troops have withdrawn from Colenso (a 
station on the railway, about 15 or 20 
miles south of Ladysmith, commanding 
the last remaining avenue of escape for 
Gen. White’s force) and have concen- 
trated further south. But we have no 
news of any engagement in that neigh- 
borhood.”

THE CONDUCT OF THE WAR.

HOMESTEAD HOTEL, HOT SPRINGS, Va., Nov. 4.—Gen. J. M. Schofield, the dis- 
tinguished American military commander inthe Civil War, and at the time of his re- 
tirement the ranking officer in the United States Army, by vequest gave to the 
Post-Dispatch the following signed opinion of the conduct of the war in South Af- 
rica: 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The action of the Boers in taking the initiative in the present war was based 
upon thelr manifest. superiority jn numbers at that time. Their successes in the 
capture of military positions ahd occupation of British territory have been only 
what was reasonably expected. The British losses in this regard were inevitable, and 
they would not have been at all serious but for the losses in officers and men and in 
military prestige caused by defeat in battle. 

tnglishmen—and Americans as well—rarely possess the moral courage to decline 
a fight when one is offered even under the most adverse conditions. Under the pres- 
sure of public opinion among a fighting people it requires much more courage to re- 
treat than to fight. ° * 

It is a very common error fh war to attach undue importance to the capture or 

loss of places as compared to the paramount cbject, victory over the enemy’s forces. 
The places which the British have lost are insignificant in value when compared to 
the losses sustained in attempting to hold them. Even the town of Ladysmith, which 
is of minor strategic importance, is not worth the risk which must bé incurred in 
holding it, including the separation of its garrison from the forces marching from the 
coast. 
In view of the fact that large reinforcements from England are already on the 
ocean, the plan of the forces now in South Africa should be the most cautiously de- 
fensive by retafding the Boers’ advance without risking a battle, and falling back 
slowly to meet the corps coming up from the coast. 

Under the present conditions there is no place in South Africa which {s worth 
risking a general battle to hold except the places on the coast where troops from 
Mnogiand and India are to land. 

The Boers have conducted their aggressive operations with energy and skill, and 
they have gained, in addition to legitimate results, undue success through the rash- 
ness of their adversary, especially in the last disastrous operations ‘of the British in 
front of Ladysmith, of which there is not gs yet any rational explanation. 

But the capture and temporary occupatfon of places and territory will be of no 
permanent advantage to the Boers. Even the serious they have inflicted 
and may hereafter inflict upon their powerful adversary will only result in. their 
deeper ultimate humiliation. From a military standpoint a sad fate to a brave peo- 
ple is the only possible outcome of the present conflict. 

Possibly statesmanship, tempered by a wise philanthropy, may in the end mitl- 
gate the evil of military subjugation. J. M. SCHOFIELD.

SPWORTH SOCIAL UNDERNEATH THE GROUND.|AOT BRED FOR BATTLE 
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WHY MISSOURI MULES RAN 
AWAY AT LADYSMITH. 


NOTORIOUSLY TIMID ANIMALS. 


Capt, Joseph Maher Tells of a Mule 
Panic Among Confederate Guns 
at Frederickstown. 


The mules which helped the Boers to get 
the best of the British at Ladysmith vy 
becoming frightened and running away 
with the artillery of the British, were Mis- 
souri mules. 

They were bought in St. Louis by repre- 
sentatives of the English Government and 
shipped in shoals to the Transvaal. Some- 


thing like 6000 of them have gone from 
_ State since the beginning of hostili- 
ties. 

That they did not stand their ground 
under fire, mulologists on North Broadway 
say, should not be held against them. They 
were not recommended as fighting mules. 
The mule is not a fighting animal.” It is 
hard to train it to stand under fire. No 
attempt was made to train these muieées 
which were soid to the English agents. 
They were 4-year-olds, most of them just 
off of pasture and many of them not 
broken to harness, 

They were not intended to be used as 
artiLery mules. They were not draft 
mules. Most of them were 14 and 14% 
hands high, which is not very high for a 
mule. They were bought for pack mules, 
and if Gen. White had used them as pack 
mules there would have been no troubie. 

Capt. Joseph Maher of 1525 North Broad- 
way was one of the mule experts who was 
not survrised when he read that the Mis- 
souri mules had left sudden.y when tne 
Boers began to drop shells around them. 

‘‘Mules are no good on the line of bat- 
tle,” he said. “They are too timid. Horses 
catch the spirit of the thing and would 
rather dash at the enemy than not. ‘the 
mule is too placid an animal to get ex- 
cited. The crash of battle fills hrm with a 
miid sort of dismay. He thinks it is his 
duty to get away where it is not so noisy, 
and away he goes. Gen. White made a mis- 
take in hitching them to artillery. 

“Mules did that same trick in the battle 
of Frederickstown in the Civil War. I was 
a@ captain in the Confederate Army. One 
day when we were in camp near Poca- 
hontas, Ark., Gen. Hardee came to me and 
said: ‘Captain, you have a fine lot of mules 
corraled.’ I said, ‘yes.’ He said: ‘Round 
up & pairs of them for me and 1 wiil 
put them to.the artillery.’ 

“T told him that he could have the mules, 
but I didn’t think nee would do. ‘They 
will not stay up to the line of Dattie,’ I 
said. 

“Tl think you are wrong about that,’ he 
replied. “They are good draught animals 
and I don’t see why they should not do as 
well in battle as horses.’ 

‘“T sent him the mules and he put them 
to the.artillery. They did prove to be good 
draught animals, but in the next battle, 
which happened to be the battle of Fred- 
erickstown, my prophecy concerning them 
was verified. When the action became hot 
they turned tail and fled, dragging the can- 
non all over the battiefield, knocking down 
stake and rider fences and finally landing 
the guns in ditches. 

“We won that battle, but we would have 
won it much easier if it had not been for 
the action of the mules.’’ 


The Missouri! mule enjoys deserved pres- 
tige, both in war and peace. He is the 
worthiest example of a worthy breed. No- 
body can explain exactly why this should be 
so. Fhe air of Missouri is salubrious and 
the provender is good, but it appears to be 
more a rpatter of ancestry and careful 
breeding than of local conditions. 

The Missouri mule ranges in height from 
14 to 18 hands (a hand is four inches)), and 
weighs anywhere from 600 to 1200 pounds. 
The mules which disgraced themselves in 
Africa weighed from 700 to 800 pounds. They 
were What is called medium stock. 

The Missouri mule, especially the one 
which hails .from the southwestern part 
of the State, is superior, in that it is heav- 
ier-boned, than other mules and more 
hardy. In the northern part of the State 
they have a way of forcing the growth 
of theaganimals and rushing them to mar- 
ket. These 3-year-olds are very comely. an- 
imals, but the gain in looks is at the cost 
in some measure, of servicability. Good 
mules are bred in old Kentucky, in Tennes- 
see, in Kansas and Illinois. The Kentucky 
and Tennessee animals are fine to look at, 
but are what the dealers call top-heavy 
or over-bred. They are often desecended 
on the maternal side from racing mares 
which have seen better days, and are as 
game as anything, but they lack the stam- 
ina of the Missouri mule. 

People who are best acquainted with the 
mule family are unanimous in saying that 
their reputation as kickers and for general 
disreputabliiity is not deserved. They all 
say the mule is a timid, docile, obedient an- 
imal who does not hanker for trouble and 
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Gelighted to entertain the young people in 
bie underground apartments.

Proposition Made by an American

PARIS, Oct. 27.—An American physician, 
Dr. Olecutt, has just come forward with a 
proposal to erect on the Exposition grounds 
here a vast building, elliptical in form, and 
divided into four sections, each of which 
shall be devoted to typical scenes of one 
of the seasons of the year. The scheme 
seems so feasible and attractive the 
committee on approvals that permits will 
probably be granted, though the time limit 
for application is past. 

* It is proposed not only to reproduce the 
four seasons, but to represent each in the 
country where it attains the greatest muag- 
nificence. “For example,” said Dr, Ol- 
cott to the Post-Dispatch coyvrespondent, 
“entering the first hall, we will plunge into 
the heart of a Russian winter. We come 
from the hot sun blazing exposition grounds 
in July, and here the air bites Keeniy, tne 
snow is deep on the ground and burdens 
the dark fir trees. Of course thick 
overcoats and blanket wraps will be loaned 
by the administration to visitors. 

“In the quaint Russian village at one 
side women in peasant dress will attend to 
their housekeeping. Further up the hill 
in the loz cabin the genuine high booted 
hunters will lounge about thelr fire, smok- 
ing their long heavy porcelain pipes. 
will have a frozen lake for skaters 
real tobogganing on harded = snow. ; 
the midst of a small but thick forest will 
be a Siberian roadside inn, with the usual

MIMS TO DOUBLE THE NAVY 


Figures Growing Out of the Plan of 
the Kaiser Cause Astonishment 
in Germany. 


BERLIN, Nov. 4.—The Emperor's naval 
projects have formed the main subject of 
press discussion this week. The Government 
now admits that the flotten-plan really 
means doubling the navy as compared with 
what it would be: under the plan of 1897, and 
that 2,000 additional men will be needed for 
the new fleet. Nearly the whole press ex- 
presses astonishment at the fact that His 
Majesty personally conceived and pushed 
the plan, while Prince Hohenlohe’s consent 
was only obtained later, and that the 
Bundesrath and Prussian Cabinet have not 
yet been consulted. However, even part of 
the Freisinniges seem willing to vote for 
the increase. All sorts of popular manl- 
festations in favor of the bill are being ar- 
ranged in order to influence opinion. How 
deeply the Emperor’s idea seems to have 
on into the public mind, is shown by the 
declaration in its favor by the Liberal 
Tageblatt, while the Liberal Borsen-Cour- 
ier argues that a majority can be secured 
in the Reichstag for the plan without the 
Agrarians and Socialists, so the Emperor 
need not sacrifice his Midland canal end 
new commercial treaties in order to secure 
the passage of the navy bill. The Gove~n- 
ment, through Herr Krupp’s organ, the 
sem|-offic'al Politischen Nachrichten, gives 
among the reasons for the contemplated 
increases the advent of the United States 
as a new power. the co-operation of Great 
Rritain and the United States in Samoa and 
the war in South Africa, which has much 
to do with the conception of the plan. 


BAD FOR THE BANK OF ENGLAND 


Reports Show That Three Other Insti- 
tutions in London Have a Better 
Record of Deposits.

At the 
beginning of the year these deposits stood 
at $3,785.000,000. of which the Bank of Enge 
land holds $250,000,000. 

Another noticeable fact was that twenty 
years ago, regarded from the point of view 
of deposits, only the Bank of England had 
a pre-eminent position, but now the Na- 
tional. Provincial and London County banks 
actually show higher figures than the Bank 
of England. Thus the Bank of England has 
admittedly lost a certain power and con- 
trol in many ways.

BUT HE HAS LABORED HARD FOR

Knows the Odds Are Against the 
Boers, but Hopes That Friends 
of Liberty May Yer Be 
Found.

LONICON, Nov. 4.—Dr. W. J. Leyds, the 
diplomatic representative of the Transvaal 
in Europe, is pilloried in the English war 
press as a man of odious charaeter. No 
charge is too virulent or too vile to be 
hurled against him. Treacherous intrigue 
against the British empire in South Africa, 
promoted by wholesale bribery, corruption 
and systematized lying, is freely declared 
to be his daily bread. 

It is threatened that if he fal!s into Eng- 
lish hands he should be treated not as a 
prisoner of war, but summarily shot as a 
spy. He is represented as the archtype of 
Iengland’s Hollander foes, a man command- 
ing an unlimited secret service fund un- 
scrupulously lavished in soiling by every 
opprobrious device Lengland’s fair name—in 
short, a monster of iniquity compared to 
whom Machiavelli was an angel of light. 
Never surely was such an atrocious char- 
acter disguised under an exterier and per- 
sonality so attractive.

Ohio is also a State where Presiden- 
tial issues are at stake.

The situation in Kentucky is even 
more mixed than it was during the 
last Presidential election. The Goebel- 
ites and anti-Goebelites have divided 
the Democratic party. As Mr. Bryan 
has espoused the cause of Goebel, his 
interests, to some extent, are also at 
stake in the Kentucky election.

REPUBLICANS SURE TO CONTROL 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


SEVERAL DISTRICTS ARE CLOSE. 


Thirty-One Districts Classed as Doubt- 
ful, but Sixty-One Others Will 
Probably Show No Change. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Nov. 4—It Is estt- 
mated, in considering the legislative situa- 
tion in Iowa at the eection next Tuesday, 
that of the 91 representative districts in the 
State which will elect 100 members of the 
Lower House, 31 are so close that the re- 
Sult cannot certainly be foreshadowed; the 
other 60 are practically certain to elect 
candidates of the same politics as their 
present members. If the results in these 
31 doubtful districts could be known, the 
comparative strength of the two parties in 
the next House could be estimated almost 
exactly. These 31 doubtful] districts will 
elect 35 members. In the retiring House 
20 of these are Democrats and 15 Repub- 
licans. The Democrats have 38 members 
in the retiring House. If they hold all they 
now have and carry every district in which 
they have chance enough to make the dis- 
trict uncertain, they would have 5&3 mem- 
bers in the next House, or two more than 


enough to control it. It will be seen that 
the possibility of Democratic control is very 
remote. 

Taking the doubtful districts tn alpha- 
betical order, Adair comes first. It now 
has a Democratic representative, but iast 
year went 450 Republican. It has a large 
shifting vote and the result this year will 
be much closer, with the chances in favor 
of Jerry Wilson, Republican. 

Adams County its always uncomfortable. 
George C. Calkins, Democrat, is an experi- 
enced politician who always makes good 
records, at the pols, and in a county that 
generally gives about half its county ticket 
to each ticket, he has a good chance to beat 
C. 8. Crouse, Republican. Crouse is popu- 
lar, and it !s doubtful if any two men could 
have been picked to make the race closer. 
Probably the chances are for Calkins, The 
district ls now represented by a Republican. 

Appanoose, now represented by a Repub- 
lican, will probably elect F. 8S. Payne, Re- 
publican, over A. H. Stuckey, Democrat. 
The Populists have a ticket which will 
draw from Stuckey. 

Audubon County will present a ve 
result as between Asmus Boysen, ub- 
lican, and J. P. Hansen, Democrat. It is 
now represented by a Democrat, and on the 
whole chances are Democratic, though the 
county was carried by a close majority 
ae the head of the Republican ticket last 
ye< Fe . 

The Republicans claim they will elect A. 
T. Bennett in Carroll County, which last 
year went Democratic by only 200. It would 
be a notable victory, for the county has 
been Democratic on legislative matters for 
many years, and the Republican claims 
look like rainbow, chasing. 

Chickasaw County, now represented by a 
Democrat, will probably elect another this 
year, though the Republicans claim a 
chance and are fighting hard for It. Clay- 
ton is in much the same condition, but 
there is probably a better chance of elect- 
ing a Repubiican. D. Brown, Repubii- 
can, is running against A. Noyers, 
Democrat, and it Is predicted that a Re- 
publican will be elected to one house or 
the other, Clayton having both a Senator 
and a Representative. 

Clinton is now represented by two Dem- 
ocrats in the lower house. It has a big la- 
bor vote, and the Republicans are making 
a hard fight for David Brant who heads 
their ticket, and is strong with this elile- 
ment. It is possible that tiey may elect 
one member of the House, though the 
chances are not strong. : 

Crawford, Gov. Shaw’s home county, 
is strongiy Democratic and the hottest 
fight is being made there on State issues, 
the Governor being very anxious to carry 
the county in which, two years ago, he rat 
a loug way behind his ticket. There is Lit- 
tle chance of his succeeding, or of the Re- 
pubiicans getting a member of the House. 

Davis County, now represented by a Dem- 
ocrat, will probably elect another, though 
it is c.ose; aiid Decatur, which now has a 
Republican, will be close, with Republicans 
leading. : 

Des Moines County now has two Demo- 
crats and is normal.y strongly Demo- 
cratic, Last year, however, the Repub- 
licans came within 100 of carrying it on 
head of the ticket, and considering that it 
is Senator Gear s home county they hope to 
elect one and possibly two representatives 
this year. They are likely to elect one, ac- 
cording to the best advices. 

Guthrie County, now represented by F. 
O. Hinkson, silver-Repubiican, commonly 
classified with the Democrats, has a close 
fight between Hinkson and Nate Wright, a 
Republican. Local complications have 
weakened Hinkson, and Wright has a bet- 
ter chance than he would have had two 
years ago. The resuit canot Be foretold 
with any accuracy. 


Hancock-Wright district, normally 
strongly Republican, has a bad loca! tight, 
which is complicated with the courthouse 
row. Tom Way, the Repub.ican nominee, 
has been a leader in the cause of Britt as 
a county seat candidate, which will weaken 
him in the county at larage. BK L. Stilson, 
independent, who was brought into the 
race because of this courthouse row, ex- 
pects to carry Hanceok. The most he 
can do is to eiect John Christie, Democrat, 
as was done on account of a Republican 
fight two years ago. It looks now as if 
Christie wouid win, 

Harrison County is clamed by the Repub- 
licans, but will pee elect Kirkwood, 
Democrat, over George Egan, Republican. 
It has now a Democrat in the House. 

Henry County has a bad home fight. 
Wash Mullin, the Repub.ican candidate 
represents the Burlngton faction, and a 
good many anti-railroad Republicans ara 
opposing him. He wi.l have a hard race 
and chances are not more than even of his 
election. 

Ida-Monona is another ver close dis- 
trict; it now has a Democrat in the House 
and as Cummins and Gear Republicans are 
said to be doing some hair-pul ing, the elec. 
tion of James, Democrat, over W. J. Scott 
Republican, is likey to resuit. How- 
ever, the Populists have a candidate in the 
field, Lindsey, who is making a hard fight 
and may get enough of the Monona Popu- 
lists to defeat James. 

Jackson and Jasper are close and both 
have hard fights, with chances, probably in 
favor of the Democrats.

NEARLY DOUBLED.

JUNK DEALERS GROWING RICH. 


Thrifty Housewives May Make Money 
/by Sale of Their Old Pots, Ket- 
tles and Scuttles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—The phenomenal 
increase in the price of irgn and steel has 
produced many curious trade conditions. 
Iron and steel have about doubled in value 
in the last 10 months. A year ago steel 
rails for steam roads were selling in the 
open market at $18 a ton. Now they are 
worth $33 a ton and upward. The result 
is that the railroads which contracted for 
their rails last year or early this year 
are actually saving money by tearing up 
their old rails and putting down new ones. 

The New York, Ontario & Western con- 
tracted for many thousand tons of new 
rails at $18 a ton, to be delivered as wanted, 
any time within a twelvemonth., The 
superintendent of that road is now tearing 
up the old rails by the mile and replacing 
them with new ones. He selis the worn 
out rails for a good price, considerably 
more than the new ones cost and it costs 
only $3 a ton to lay the new rails. 

Scrap iron dealers and their agents are 
now scratching up all the battlefields in 
Cuba, digging for cannon balls, bayonets 
and other old iron and steel implements and 
amuniition. The junk dealers are ‘grow- 
ing rich buying old stoves’, hoops and other 
pieces of metal. Instead of old gold and 
silver, the thrifty housewives are now 
being beseiged by the dealers for old iron 
pots and kettles, old iron spoons, pans and 
puskets, shovels and scuttles. 

Nails have gone up, stoves have gone 


up, hardware has gone up. The trade con- 
coction called “stove mixture,”’ out of: 
which the foundrymen make ranges and 
stoves, has risen from $10 a ton to $24. The 
stove haa risen 17 per cent in price and is 
still climbing upward. 

Structural and bridge iron and stee] has 
gone > unprecedentedly. It now costs 
many thousands of dollars more to erect a 
sky scraper than it did a year ago. The 
builders are feelng the advance in prices. 
They are hit on both sides, because window 
giass has also doubled in price. Houses 
have gone up in price owing to the advance 
in nails, hinges and other articles of 
builders hardware.

THREE MAY BE DEAD, 


BARB WIRE PLANT IN ILLINOIS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


THE LOSS IS A HALF-MILLION. 


Origin of the Fire Due to the Overheat- 
ing of Belting Which Came 
Into Contact With Oil. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Nov. 4—The American 
Wire and Steel Company suffered a loss 
of $500,000 to-day by the burning of a por- 
tion of the Washburn & Moen wire estab- 
lishment at Waukegan, IIL. The loss is offset 
by an insurance of $314.00. It is thought 
that three men lost their lives by the 
burning of the wire mill. The men sup- 
posed to be lost are not known. All that 
is known is that they were seen in the 
mill just before thé fire broke out and 
have not been seen since, 

It is admitted, however, that they might 
have escaped in the crowd. The plant of 
Washburn & Moen, which was bought by 
the American Wire and Steel Company last 
year, if ene of the largest plants in the 
country used for the making of barbed 
wire. The fire was. confined to the clean- 
ing house, wire mill, muffle house, tinning 


room and galvanizing room. 

The origin of the fire is supposed to have 
been due to friction of a belt which, be- 
coming heated, burst into flames and came 
into contact with grease and oi! in the 
gearing.

UNVEILED IN RICHMOND NOV. 9. 


Daughters of the Confederacy From

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 4.—In the pres- 
ence of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and of the people of this city the 
monument to the memory of Miss Winnie 
Davis, “The Daughter of the Confederacy,” 
will be unveiled on Thursday next. The un- 


velling will be the event of this convention 
of Southern women. The ceremonies will 
be in charge of Lee Camp, Confederate 
Veterans, and camps throughout the South 
will send representatives to honor the oc- 
C4si0n. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis has accepted the in- 
vitation of Richmond Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy to be the chap- 
ter’s guest at the Jefferson Hotel. 

The monument is of Carrara marble, so 
beautifully transparent that it seems the 
breath of life animates the stone. George 
Julian Zolnay has written of his work: 
“Everybody considers the composition of 
this monument exceptionally fortunate. Be- 
sides the definite sentiment which pervades 
the figure, it hae the rare advantage of 
presenting beautiful outlines from every 
point of view, a quali:iy in which many 
Statues are lacking.’’ 

Zolnay is on the way from Italy with 
the monument. He is expected to arrive 
in New York Oct. 31. 

A memoria! tablet to Miss Winnie Davis, 
a bronze bust in bas relief upon marble, 
also the work of Zolnay, will be placed in 
as Paul's Church. It will bear this inscrip- 
tion:

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MARRIED FOR A HOME 


BIGAMIST FARNSWORTH DID NOT 
CARE ABOUT IOVE. 


FORTY-TWO TIMES A HUSBAND. 


to Those Given. Him in 
Three-Card Monte. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Nov. 4.—Walter L. Farns- 
worth, alias Bradford, who the police as- 
sert has been wedded 42 times, pronounces 
marriage a failure. 

“Still, while there’s Hfe there's hope,” 
Farnsworth philosophized, as he stuck his 
feet up on the bars of his cell and softly 
whispered a bar of “The Girl I Left Behind 


Me.”’ 

Farnsworth is now comfortably installed 
in the Cook County jail awaiting trial for 
marrying Mrs. Mears of Chicago, Mrs. Pip- 
pinger of Elkhart, Ind., Mrs. Kiefer of Fe- 
orla. a fourth woman in Little Rok, Ark., 
and Mrs, Ayers of Galesburg, without the 
formality of a divorce from any of them. 

“I told Mrs. Mears and -drs. FP lppinger 
and the rest of them that they ought to 
get divorces from me,” Farnswortn§ ex- 
plained in an injured tone. “I told ’em what 
it; too stingy of their money.” 

Mr: Farnsworth considers }:imself a mar- 
tyr. He says that he has been a model 
husband, who married for the sake of a 
quiet hom... Now he finds only contempt 
and abu:se where he had looked fur troops 
of friends and wads of money. Wuring the 
course of his eventufui matrimonial career 
he has acoumuiated a store of philosophical 
refiections. To a reporter, who visited his 
cell, he imparted a few nuggets of wis¢ 
dom on matrimony and life in general. 

“They say that marriage is a lottery. It 
ain’t; it's three-card monte.” 

‘If I had to marry again I would be very 
careful.”’ 

‘‘A woman will let you take her pocket- 
book and say nothing. It’s trash to her. But 
when it comes to trifling with her affectiong 
She blocks the game.”’ 

“If a man tries to be loving and kind to 
cverybody he gets in trouble. it’s the selfish 
chumps who never look beyond thelr own 
firesides that women like.”’ 

“When a man is sure he understands 
feminine nature right then that man is 
on the high road to the Cook County bas- 
tile. Pride goes before a fall.” 

“Do you know what I'd like to do? I'd 
like to bet that I could walk out of here 
to-morrow and marry again under the name 
of W. L,. Farnsworth. Good gen are 
scarce, and I’m no slouch when I have a 
ciean collar on.” 

“Any. man feels cheap when a woman 
hauls him over the coals in the presence 
of company. ‘That's been the most morti- 
fying thing about this trial.’’ 

“Have you really been married forty-- 
two times?” asked the reporter. 

NO, upon my honor, only five times.’ 
Farnsworth said, straightening up. ‘My 
first wife was a lovely woman.!I disremem- 
ber now just when we were married, but it 
was sometime in the ‘80s, I think; can't re- 
member her name, either. But, as I say, we 
lived together happily. I was always home 
evenings, never touched a drop of whisky 
and never raised a row about a dressmak- 
er’s bill in my life. I’ve paid for hats, too, 
lots of times, and never said a word. But 
a me and I was very lonesome. 

e next one was Mrs. Callie Pippinger, 
who had a little milliner store Seam tn Tn, 
diana. Lord, whata foolI was. Just mare 
ried her for accommodation. She was lone- 
some, and I was lonesome, and I allowed 
my sympathies to overcome my judgment, 
and married her. Why, at one time I 
bought that woman two dozen hats for her 
milliner store and sent ’em to her from 
Chicago. Two dozen hats! picked ’em out 
myself. Sometimes now I have a faint 
feeling when I walk by a milliner store. 
Well, I had a terrible time’ with her. and 
one morning I picked up my hat and walked 
away; just packed my trunk and never 
came back any more. After I got over the 
5 tee of the separation I married Mrs. 
wiears, 

“But dfdn’t you know you might gtt into 
trouble?’’ 

“Yes, of course. But divorces cost money. 
I told Mrs. Pippinger Farnsworth that she 
could have a divorce from me, and wel- 
come, if she’d put up the money. Mrs. 
Mears’ temper would be—what-do-you-call- 
it—incompatible, with the temper of an an- 
gel. She says to me, Mrs. Mears says, ‘I'll 
&.ve you a good home as long as you live, 
and you don't need to hang around hotel 
lobbles any more. I sacrificed myself a 
great deal the two weeks I stayed there, 
never came home in the evenings without 
some little present in my pockets, but It 
was no good. Mrs. Mears’ temper was so 
bad that she quarreled with herself. I 
rode up on the train with thher once from 
Aurora, and that terrible ride turned my 
hair gray. Everybody on the’car laughed 
at us, and finally I hid out on the coal! cab 
until we got to Chicago. 

“Then I married a lady from Peoria. That 
time I drew a blank again. The last woman 
I married was Mrs. Ayers of Galesburg. 
Now, that’s a woman I could live with for- 
ever without having any trouble. I don’t 
think she ever even threw a stove lid at me. 
But these other women came in and broke 
up my peaceful life.’’ 

This ts the story of Farnsworth’s matri- 
monial ventures, as told by himself. The 
police are inclined to belleve that he has 
been married about 4 times, but this Farns- 
worth denies. The much-married prisoner 
takes the situation calmly, and even jocu- 
larly. He is 67 years old, and not a bad- 
looking man. Occasionally, when he gets 
excited, he stutters a little. He is very 
dark, with firon-gray hair and mustache. 
His forehead is extraordinarily high, and 
his mouth has a nervous twitch sideways. 
His eyes are big and brown and sunken 
sharply in his forehead. They shift all the 
time uneasily from one object to another. 
He has the sleek tongue of a lightning-rod 
agent. Wholesale marrying has apparent- 
ly never occurred to him as anything more 
than a peccadillo, an unfortunate habit. 

“The women were to blame for it.’’ he re- 
iterated over and over. ‘“They offered mea 
good home. I'm not a drinking man, and 
there didn’t seem to be anything else to do.” 
Farnsworth is nota J. Waldere Kirk as to 
clothes. He wears a blue serge suit, black 
plug hat in a fair state of preservation, and 
a red necktie. Compared, however, with the 
crowd at Harrisba street station, he was a 
dude and a fashion plate on Wednesday 
last when he confronted three of his irate 
wives, all threatening at once to ‘‘send him 
over the road.” 

“I know it, ladies,”’ he sald, “but just 
keep cool and don’t spoil your tempers.” 
Farnsworth is a candy pejdier, and 
claims to be a member of an old Soston 
and New York family. He has peddled 
candy in vsenge for about 15 years. He 
Says that he has traveled over Europe, 
Asia and South America. 

“Hiow many wives have you in foreign 
countries?’ he was asked. 

“None,” he replied soberly. ‘‘They've got 
me married in China, Siam, Beloochistan, 
and a lot of other places, but it’s not true. 
But suppose it was. What of it? There's 
the Sultan of Sulu? He's a good Amencan 
citizen. Yet he has 300 wives, but !s never 
bothered about it. Here I am, with only 
and they put me in jail.”

IN ELECTION BOARD CASES. 


Motion to Strike Out All Pleadings of 
Respondents on Ground That Judge 
Withrow Had No Authority.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 4—Attor- 
ney-General Crow and Assistant Attorney- 


Genera] Jeffries filed their reply in the Su- 
preme Court in banc this afternoon in the 
St. Louls city election cases, that of the 
State of Missouri ex rel. James McCaffery, 
L. D. Kingsland and George J. Kobusch, 
Board of E.ection Commissioners, vs. Theo- 
agore ©, Kggers, Circuit Attorney; James 
T. Withrow and Daniel D. Fisher, Circuit 
Judges, and State of Missouri ex rel. Board 
of Kiection Commissioners vs. James E. 
Withrow et al. 

This reply is a motion to strike out all 
the pleadings of the respondents and is in 
§1X Separate parts, being one for each 
separate pleading filed by the respondents. 
The separate parts of this reply or motion 
to strike out are all of the same nature, 
containing like reasons, the principal ones 
being illegality, holding that the proceeding 
in the Circuit Court of St. Louis should 
have been before Judge Fisher instead of 
Judge Withrow, as Judge Fisher's division 
had not adjourned and Judge Withrow was 
at chambers in vacation, and that the pro- 
ceeding shuuld have been by quo warranto 
instead of by injunction. The reply or mo- 
tion to strike out in the case of the State 
of Missouri ex rel. McCaffery et al. vs.

Secretary James Cox of the Executive 
Committee had a_basiness census taken of 
four blocks selected for the block system 
plan experiment. Opposite each name is 
placed the commercial rating of the es- 
tablishment and the amount subscribed, 
if any. The first block showed 21 business 
establishments of which 10 had subscribed 
On the second block 35 stores were 
located, only 7 of which had subscribed. 
On the third block only one subscriber was 
found, and on the fourth block four sub- 
scribers. 


The subcommittee appointed Thursday to 
prepare data for to-morrow’'s meeting of 
the Finance Committee was in session ves- 
terday afternoon and made good progress. 
The office force has also succeeded in mak- 
ing considerable headway with the lists of 
non-subscribers in the different lines of 
business, giving the commercial rating of 
each. These lists are being prepared in 
sections for convenience in handling, and a 
rough analysis of one of these sections 
taken at random will give some idea of the 
ground to be covered and the prospects ofr 
securing additional subscriptions. In the 
first classification in this section are 36 
firms, of whom 16 have subscribed in 
aggregate $4000 to date; in the second list 
of 25 names, 9 have. subscribed $4200; in the 
third classification, 22 out of 91 houses have 
subscribed $9000; in the fourth, 5 firms have 
subscribed $335, with 31 to be heard from; 
in the fifth, 7 out of 27 have subscribed 
$000. Under the next classification there 
are 36 names. Out of these 22 firms have 
signcd for $4200. In the last Hist in the 
section 4 firms out of 17 have subscribed 
$1200. It will be seen that in the seven trade 
or professioral classifications there are 278 
firms or individuals, of whom 8&1. or less 
than one-third, have subscribed a little less 
than $30,000. This proportion appears to pre- 
vail throughout the entire list, which al- 
ready contains upwards of 10,000, with many 
more to be added.

The protest of a writcr in the Post-Dispatch against holding 
St. Louis responsible for the failure of the grand opera en- 
gaGement at the Olympic was just. 

The small returns of the grand opera season were not a re- 
flection upon the taste of St. Loulsans, but were an evidence 
of their good sense. St. Louls music lovers are discriminating 
and cannot be induced to pay exorbitant pres for mediocre 
music. St. Loujs has heard all of the artists who appeared 
at the Olympic, with the exception of Sembrich and Van Dyke, 
at one-half the prices charged by Mr. Grau. We have heard 
them with better eurronndings of cast, orchestra, chorus and 
Stage settings.

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PUGS IN THE SADDLE 


A few days ago the Post-Dispatch called attention to the 
remarkable change of sentiment in regard to prize fighting 
that has taken place in St. Louis, where prominent citizens 
have shown themselves willing to give their support to shows 
of this character, for the purpose of making money. 

Phat this change of sentiment is widespread is evident from 
the apathy of the New York authorities in the Jeffries-Sharkey 
ease. It is but a few months since the same authorities, and 
these of nearly every State in the Union, were exhibiting in- 
tens? opposition to professional pugilism. The pugs were 
threatoned with arrest; in one case the militia was called out 
to prevent a fight, and the sports found with difficulty a spot 
in the country where a fight could be “‘pulled off.” 

This revolution in sentiment is not due to any diminution 
of brutality in its subject. It is monsense to claim that prize 
fights, as conducted to-day, are sport. They are character- 
ized by all the brutality of the halcyon days of the ring. It 
in sordid brucality exhibited for money prizes and gat® re- 
ceipts. . 

The remarkable fact about this new viewpoint the public 
seems to have taken regarding prize fighting is that under 
the United States laws it is still a felony on every-spot of 
soil where the Federal Government has exclusive jurisdiction. 

The passage by Congress of the Catron law, making prize 
fighting criminal in the Disirict of Columbia and the Terri- 
tories, was supposed to express the will of the entire people, 
through their chosen representatives. Are the people prepared 
to repudiate that law? Or are the pugs and their friends only 
temporarily in the saddle unti] humanity and morality recover 
their vigor?

ART IN THE WEST. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

The Society of Western Artists is com- 
posed of professional painters and sculptors 
residing in the.six principal Western cities. 
lt was organized for the prime purpose 
of ex»ibiting the works of these ptofes- 
sionals annually, for sale, throughout the 
Wes.ern circul, and Wieideniaidly to pre 
mote the knowledge and loyejof art among 
the people. The exhibitions Nave continued 
through three seascns without appreciable 
results. 

The artists are disposed to resent the lack 
of interest on the part of the public and 
to attribute it to the snobbishness of the 
average picture buyer, or to the hopelesa 
indillerence to aot, in all its branches, of 
the highly commercialized mass. 

They see-the mote in their brother’s eye 
but they fail to note the beam in their 
own eye. They are as #nobodish and as hign- 
ly commercialized as any set or mass of 
men. 

In their search for the cause of théir 
defeat they have overlooked the historical] 
fact that no great aft ever had for its 
moetive a future sale to an individual. 

Art is essentially social; the individual ut- 
terance of a universal feeling, and there 
are two requisites to its fostering-—individ- 
val self-forgetfulnmess and social prehen- 
sion of reality. The creative ergy is 
exercised only in self-forgetfulness and per- 
ishes by the addition cf what it lacks. 

The social consciousness ts an absolute 
entity. It is the efficient factor in art and 
becomes manifest in the individual as taste 
or discrimination. 

Taste is susceptible to influence and there- 
in lies the opportunity of the artist. Let 
him forestall debasing influences by right 
action. For example, let any painter, whosw 
soul is untainted by commercialism, and 
who has the creative heat upon him, beg 
the privilewe of hnvressing his work upon 
the walls of the High School, and upon 
the hearta of the young thousands who 
will thereafter hve with It. 

Let the architect or sculptor. when his 
love of art rivals his love of self. inecor- 
porate his highest ideal in a public build- 
ng without price. 

Let every artist distinguieh between his 
prcSuctiens for persenal profit, which put 
um in the class of competitive maaufac.’ 
turers, end his creations out of self-forget- 
fulness. which are in the divine class. 

Let every one who loves his brother dem- 
onstrate it. 

The remote result will be a community of 
art and brother levers of unerring taste. 
The immediate reward, to the artist of such 
enlightened selfishness, wlll be an adver- 
tisement eommensrurate with his xentus, 
and the Inspiration b-gotien of love d- 
vorced from greed or

“You Seem to Have Cast Aside Your 
Traditional Policy of Honor, 
Riches and Safety.” 


NEW YORK. Nov. 4—Dr. L. L. Seaman 
of New York City, on service In Manila, had 
a conversation with Li Hung Chang in Pe- 
king September 15, which the Tribune's cor- 
respondent, who was with him, has te- 
ported for his paper. Dr. Seaman had 
crossed with the great Chinese statesman 
from England to New York, and after a lot 
of Li Hung Cheang’s famous: questions, 
mostly about two pretty actresses who 
used to sing for him, he turned to the 
Phillippines. The Tribune thus reports the 
conversation: 

“What do you think of our occupation of 
Manila?’ Dr Seaman asked. . 

“It’s ‘a big mis:ake. When vour Presi- 
dent Grant visited me a number of years 
ago he assured me that your country Was 
definitely committed to a policy of non- 
aggression upon weaker nations, but since 
this man McK'nley has been elected you 
seem to have cast aside your traditional 
policy of honor, riches and safety, and 
entered upon the same land-grabbing plan 
as England, Germany and Russia. If 
Grant had lived no such mistake would 
have been made, I am sure, for the people 
listened to him end obeyed his words, and 
his counsel was always w:se.”’ 

Dr Seaman replied that at the outset the 
United States had not intended to absorb 
the Phillippines; but that they had fallen 
to the country in course of battle, and the 
United States could not leave them until a 
stable government was established. 

“That’s the old story,” said Li; always 
under the pretense of doing good a subject 
country ig administered for the best of the 
conquerors. Why don’t you withdraw your 
soldiers at once, now you have done with 
Spain, and allow the people to settle their 
own differences their own way? 

“And allow them to become the prey of 
Germany, Japan or some other nation?’ in- 
quired the doctor. 

“Certainly,” replied Li, “What happens 
to them is no concern of yours, if you, as 
you say, are not bent on deriving pecuniary 
advantage from their possession; but that 
{ don’t bcleve, as you purchased them 
from Spain by payment of 320,000,000 after 
signing peace—a most foolisn purchase.

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NE or two things maybe noted in 
() a retrospective view of the bricf 
grand opera season which closed 
last night—things that it is well to call to 
mind and reason together about, especially 
as the season was not a success—certainily 
not financially, prebabl¥ not artistically. 
First of all, why did it not succeed finan- 
cially? Primarily, because of high prices.

Reszke had only one small part, until last 
night, when he had another, and Van Dyck 
oniv had one role assigned him, with Sem- 
brich on the bill twice. Why should St. 
Louis pay $5 a seat to hear these singers 
when they do not sing? 

Again, Mr. Grau takes his company to 
Kansas City and sings at $3 as the highest 
rate. He goes from here to Louisville, 
and again he asks only $8 for his best 
seats. Hea gfves both these places, smaller 
towns by far than this, the same singers 
we have had, even to those billed and not 
singing. This is all wrong. It looks as ff 
Mr. Grav thought St. Louls was “a good 
thing.” and he would work it as such. Beo- 
cause this is a wealthy town ‘6s no reason 
it should te imposed upon, or made to pay 
the losses incurred tn others. 

Of course, in Kansas City the operas 
were given in the immense Convention Halli.

CAMBRIIXGE, Mass., Nov. 4.—Before the 
end of the year the HMbrvard observatory 
in Cambridge is to have a telescope, new 
Hoth tn construction and plan, for the pha- 
tographing of the stars and planets. In a 
few weeks Prof. E. C. Pickering expects 
to have the instrument in something like 
Gefinite shape, so that it can be seen what 
‘Manner of telescope it is to be, but it is 
hardly expected that it will be ready for 
use before the middle of September. 

It was some time last February when 
Prof. Pickering, in behalf of the observa- 


tory, sent out circulars explaining the ad- 

Vantages and failures of the different 

classes of the same instrument and setting 

forth the plan on which he proposed to 

work. The cost, he then announced, as 
from $5000 to $10,000, which, he now says, 
has been given by anonymous donors. 

Before long he calculates to have set up 
in his observatory the machine which 
Promises important results in the astro- 
nomical work of the university, and, ijn 
fact. in the work of the world. This ma- 
chine is to have an aperture of 12 inches, 
With a length of over 100 feet. It Is to be 

' placed horizontally, with mirrors to reflect 
he heavens in the interior.

Sugar and Brooklyn Transit were losers 
to the extent of over 2 points. A number 
of other prominent industrials lost between 
1 and 2 points, but the general list reacted 
only a fraction. There were some violent 
re-overies. from the lowest level and the 
closing was feverish and greatly excited 
at net losses all through the list. The spec- 
ulative excitement was increased by the 
fact that the bank statement was with- 
held until 10 minutes before the close of 
the trading. Efforts to close accounts in 
the short time remaining made the mar- 
ket funiously active. The loss in cash 
shown by the statement is somewhat 
greater than was expected, which is doubt- 
less brought over from last week's condi- 
tion by the average system of computa- 
tions. The trivial contraction in loans of 
less than $250,000 can only be explained on 
the assumption that the wholesale cailing 
of loans by the banks early in the week 
was offset by a subsequent very liberal ex- 
tension of credits. The growing ease in the 
money market goes to confirm this >view. 
Such extension of credits must be based 
on a faith of the bankers that the current 
drain on their cash reserves is soon to be 
relaxed. 

The upward tendency of New York ex- 
change at all interior points during the past 
week indicates the ground of this faith. 
The weekly bank statement of the New 
York clearing house institutions had not 
shown a deficit since 1893. For six weeks 
past, however, the surplus has been near 
the vanishing point, and at least haif and 
sometimes more of the individual members 
of the clearing house have been below the 
legal reserve limit. 

fhey have not sought to build up a sur- 
plus in that time but have apparently been 
content to discriminate in the calling of 
loans against collateral which did not 
please them and, with their security thus 
improved, to Keep their funds loaned up 
to the limit of the legal allowance. The 
average cash holdings now fail of the legal 
requirement by $338,359. The amount of 
loan contraction necessary to bring the pro- 
portion of reserve back to the legal re- 
quirement would therefore be $1,353,400. 

The manner in which the stock market 
took the reverses of the earlier part of the 
week and the operations of aggressive buil 
pools and powerful tinside interests In va- 
rious properties during the latter — of 
the week have deepened the apprehension 
of the unwieldly short interest and they 
have bought very heavily to cover con- 
tracts. The bear party have been very 
persistent and confident up to this time bas- 
ing sheir confidence on the higher rate for 
money, which is likely to continue as long 
as the present unprecedented activity in 
business lasts. Higher interests rates, they 
argue, should bring lower prices for secur- 
ities on which returns are fixed. 

On Tuesday the money market had de- 
veloped conditions of severe stringency, the 
Call loan rate amountirg to 30 per cent 
and jarge amounts being sought at the 
high interest rates. At the same time Lon- 
don, in the first alarm over the disaster 
at Ladysmith, threw upon this market near- 
ly 50,000 shares of various stocks. Never- 
theless, on that day the opening prices 
were generally the lowest and seemed to 
be made to avoid offering foreign sellers 
too good a bargain, as much as for any 
other cause. The recuperation in prices 
during the remainder of the day was 
marked. The bears accepted the admoni- 
tion and proceeded to cover. Their efforts 
were met by opposing factions which bid 
up prices where they saw evidences of a 
short imterest. The result was some very 
viejent recoveries in some of the indus- 
Ltrigls which have been most vulnerabie in 
precent attacks. It was equally evident that, 

with the short interest satisfied, the ten- 
denty in the same stocks became reaction- 
ary again. The conspicuous tendency of the 
later trading of the week was, to take up 
low-priced non-dividend paying Stocks, 
hitherto unexploited in an active specula- 
tion. Dealings in some few of these have 
been on an enormous scale. In the stand- 
ard dividend paying railroad stocks there 
has been little trading. The impression has 
been created that the general policy of the 
great railroads is te be continued invest- 
mert of surpius and itn putting the road- 
ways on a more permanent and substan- 
tial basis and in improving the equipment 
with a view to increased economy of oper- 
ation. ‘This is the conserative note of 
preparation of the great financial entities, 
whose interests are permanent and contin- 
uing against the period of reaction from 
present prosperity, which all believe to be 
eventually inevitable. 

The extieme stringency of the money mar- 
ket during the-eariy part of the week has 
relaxed with the redistribution of some of 
the November Ist disbursements. The in- 
terior demand for money has diminished, 
but not ceased. The unsolved question 
which mosts interests Wall street is 
whether the influx of funds which is usual 
after the crop movement is to occur this 
year. Compared with last year there is to 
be considered the enormous expansion in 
interior business as reflected tn bank clear- 
ings, the lack of relief from gold imports 
this year and the absorption of funds by 
the United States Treasury in taking up 
of surplus revenues, as against a constant 
supply to the money market last year in 
the disbursement of government and de- 
ficit. 

Business in bonds has been on a large 
scale, especially in some lower grade specu- 
lative issues, which have been sharply ad- 
vaneed.

Dr. Agnes Turnbull on the Need of 
Missions in India. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 4.—Miss Agnes 
Turnbull, M. D., who is a guest at the home 
of Dr and Mrs. E. B. Smith, West High 
street, is at present enjoying a period of 
rest after her seven years iabors in the 
missionary fields of central India, and is en- 
deavoring to correct her impaired health in 


Smith. Dr. Turnbull, who is a graduate 
of Queen's Medical College. Kingston, has 
been under the direction of the Canadian 
Presbyterian Mission and her particular 
station has been at Neemuch, a city in the 
very heart of India. 

The doctor tells some very interesting 
tales of Indian life and the conditions of 
the country and people that inhabit it. Her 
heart is in the work, to which she intends 
to return, and although she portrays India 
as being covered with a perfect network of 
missionary forces, under all denominations 
and although a great and good work is be- 
ing done, she argues strongly for a greater

fortably situated people of civilized lands 

“The one hope of India,”’ says Dr. Turn- 
bull, “is the educacion of the children. In 
such a work we are now engaged on a gi- 
gantic plan. The beneficial effect of our 


we are making the women-of India think 
that they have something to live for. The 
exiating religions of the Arabs and Hin- 
doos—Mohammedan and Burmese—are de- 
moralizging and debasing and the cordition 
of the people under the evil ministrations of 
their corrupt priests is terrible. They look 
up to us aS a superior race, else we couldn't 
approach them, 

"They use a red hot fron to treat certain 
diseases and I remember one child that was 
made an imbeciie by having the soft por- 
tion of the skull on top burned this way.

WAR NEWS EXPECTED TO HELP 
GRAIN PRICES, HOWEVER. 


HESSIAN FLY MAY ALSO AID. 


These Two Elements Expected to Cause 
an Advance This 
Week. 


The war news, which at first had lit- 
tle effect on the grain market, has just be- 
gun to make itself felt. English markets, 
immediately after the defeat of their army 
at Ladysmith, made some sharp advances, 
and in sympathy,the trade of this country 
went up. But on‘bearish news from the 
grain centers of this country the cereals 


began to fall again. 

The uncertainty of both factions was the 
striking feature in the markets during the 
week. Neither of them appeared to be at 
all confident. The cause of this was that 
there has been so much talk of the farmers 
holding back their grain on account of 
high freight rates and the low price that 
can be secured for the finer grain in parti- 
cular. The receipts In the Northwest are 
slightly improved, but not so much that the 
pit has gained — confidence. 

A report from the South was of de- 
cidedly bullish character. It stated that 
the Hessian fly has made itself known there 
and is destroying the growing grain. It is 
feared that there will have to be an entire 
remanting. 

Wheat San the grain of the most iIn- 
terest on the local market ——. the week, 
that being the only cereal in which all the 
futures took an active part each day. 

Corn made some changes, but as a rule 
the figures made one day were but little 
changed the next. 

Oats were extremely dull, but as did not 
happen the week before there were some 
trades recorded in the May future, whi.e 
the December, most of the time, was not 
even given a nominal figure. 

December wheat opened the week's trade 
at 68%c and made the high figure of the 
week the same day at 7c. The low was 
68i%c, made Saturday. The closing figure 
was 6844c to @8%c. 

May opened at 74%4c and after falling to 
3c closed at 738%c to 73%c b. The fall in 
December was much more gradual than 
that in May, as there were seasons in which 
the bulls for a short time gained control 
of the first, while the latter fell steadily. 

December corn opened at 2%c, and after 
but few changes closed at 29'4c. May opened 
at 3llgc, and closed at Mec to Wie. 

Oats in the December future did abso- 
lutely nothing. May opened at 24%c and 
closed at 24%c. Al.hough the opening and 
the closing of the week's trade are at the 
same figures there were some changes 
recorded. 

From an impartial standpoint it seems 
impossible that the fall in prices can con- 
tinue any longer. The news, as a rule, is 
all of a bullish nature, and if the war is 
ever to have any effect on the market it 
should certainly be felt now. Receipts are 
small and so uncertain as to the amount 

hat the farmers are holding back. This 
should be enough of an ttem to advance 
prices some. 

The fact that the bears are unwilling to 
give any opinion as to the markets for this 
week shows their uncertainty. 

A we!l-known trader, speaking of the out- 
look for this week, said: ‘““Mhis bearish sen- 
timent is almost too unanimous, I think, 
to prove profitable much longer.” 


Chicago Grain Letter. 
By Wire to J. W. Sanford. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—The subsidence of 
bul] sentiment in wheat, due to increase in 
stocks in sight and slack demand for cash 
wheat, together with siower export move- 
ment, has resuited in values dipping sharp- 
ly. The holders of December property have 
been the most insistent sellers and appar- 
ently have been anxious to get out of their 
holdings at any price. This selling force 
has contributed materially to t recent 
decline. On this break the market steadies 
but slightly and seems disinclined to raliy. 
The world’s shipments announced to-day 
were disappointingly light to the bulls. On 
the other hand winter wheat receipts were 
at a low ebb and movement of spring wheat 
promises to become lighter. Foreign mar- 
Kets are disposed to firmness and liquida- 
tion here is about over, we think. At any 
rate, we believe it will be less urgent from 
now on. Some reaction would seem to 
be but natural this coming week, even if 
wheat is going to sell low in the sixties 
later on. 

Corn continues to decline slowly, influ- 
enced partly by weak wheat market. Hold- 
ers who failed to take advantage . of 
the buige to sell out on are now ietiing go, 
while their lines are being taken by. the 
unfortunate bulls who sold out on the 
strong markets. Corn has many friends, 
ig statistically strong and promises to do 
better. A strong bul] party is at work in 
corn and is forceful enough to affect values 
when the time is opportune, 

Oats weakened in general sympathy with 
the balance of the list. ‘The country and 
foreigners are pbul.ish, while professional 
operators are playing the bear side. We 
think oats are in a position where they 
mizht easily do better. 

Provisions—Packers are divided on the 
provision outlook—some working for lower 
speculative market to give them lower hog 
markets, others disposed to support spec- 
vjative values with a view of getting hedges 
against cellar stuff out on some advance. 
The outside continues to take little interest 
in the market and apparently the specula- 
tive demand for investment has been sup- 
plied at present. Its a du.l, dragging mar- 
ket at best and not enough general trade 
to warrant opinion.

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ERRONEOUS REPORT THAT THEY, 
HAD BEEN SIGHTED. 


STORY OF CATASTROPHE. 


Only One Meteor of the ‘Remnants Is 
Known to Have Reached 
the Earth. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4—The report from 
Santiago, Chili, of the sighting of Biela’s 
comet proves to have been an error. Great 
doubt was expressed as to the story from 
the first, because of the lack of official 
information, the organization of astron- 
omers for collecting. such news being al- 
mnost perfect. Although the comet has not 
been found, nor is ever likely to be, for 
that matter, its story is well worth retell- 
ing, both because of the fact that each 
year, on November 27, when the earth 


crésses the path in which the comet would 
be traveling did it still exist, there dart 
out of the northern heavens the remnants 
of the missing body in the shape of me- 
teors. 

The comet is named after Biela, an Aus- 
trian officer, who discovered it February 
27, 1826, at Josepistadt in Bohemia, and 
found that it was periodic; the time of rev- 
olution being about six years and eignt 
months. Further investigation brought out 
the fact that the same comet had been ob- 
served in 1772 and again in 1806, but its 
periodic character had not been recognized 
at either of those two returns. 

Nothing unustial was observed about it 
in 1820, nor at its return in 1832. Sir John 
Herschel observed it at the last named 
return, particularly recording the fact that 
a cluster of small stars could be distinctly 
seen through it. It had the appearance of 
an ordinary nebula, manifesting neither 
nucleus nor tail. At this time it was a 
telescopic object only. 

One interesting fact about the return of 
1832 is that it was the occasion of great 
terror in southern France. The comet's 
orbit passes very near to that of the earth, 
so close, in fact, that a report was spread 
that comet. and earth would come into col- 
lision, which, it was added, wou.d surely re- 
sult in great disaster to the human race, 
Whatever preparation was ge: for such 
an awful calamity was made, but the comet 
missed the earth by some 15, 000, 000 miles. It 

came a good deal nearer on a subsequent 
return, or rather when it should have re- 
turned, if it had still existed, which paradox 
| will be explained a little latter. 
* The comet was missed in 1889 because of its 
unfavorable position, but in November, 15846, 
it duly reappeared. At first its enaracteris- 
tics were that of any other comet, but on 
Dec. 19 it had a pear-shaped appearance, 
and on Dec. 29 what was up to that time 
an unprecedented thing occurred. The comet 
separated into two distinct parts, one of 
which was much brighter than the other. 
The separation was first noticed at New 
Haven, and later at the Navul Observatory 
in Washingion, some time before the Eurv- 
pean astronomers discovered it. 

The two parts traveled along at a distance 
apart of about 157,000 miles in parullel paths, 
but without displaying the least evidence of 
gravitational effect on each other. They did, 
however, manifest the most extraordinary 
variations in brilllancy. As a rule, when 
one was bright the other would be faint, 
and vice versa, but this was not always the 
case. For a time what seemed to be an 
arc of light connected the two comets. This 
phenomenon was attributed, and with some 
reason, to electrical action. 

Each comet developed a nucleus and a 
tail. One of them vanished in March. The 
other was visible a month longer. It was 
afterward calculated that the separation 
took place in ‘e although not visible unti! 
December, 1845 

Of course all this aroused a most lively 

interest among astronomers and the laity 
as well and the next return was looked for- 
ward to with great eagerness. The next 
appearance was in 1852, and at a time not 
80 favorable as in 1845-46, but both comets 
were found in August and continued in 
view until late in September. They were 
now much farther apart, the distance be- 
tween them having increased to some 1,- 
600,000 miles. The twins again showed 
Strange changes in their relative brightness 
and otherwise presented the same features 
of interest which had brought them so 
much attention at the preceding return. 
Since that time they ave never been 
seen. 
But although dead they are not forgotten. 
If comets could be believed to have spirits 
the Biela twins would be a case in point. 
They should have been seen in 1872, both 
the intervening returns of 1859 and 1865 
porns unfavorable. They were not found. 
but in their place on the night of the 27th 
of November, when the earth crossed the 
path of the lost comets it dashed into a 
most remarkable shower of meteors. Prof. 
Kliinkerfues of Berlin mediated on this 
coincidence for three days, and then he 
came to the conclusion that the meteors 
were the disintegrated remains of Biela’s 
comet. If such was the case, be reasoned, 
the comet itself should be seen in the 
southern hemisphere at an opposite point 
to that from which the meteors came, 
which last was in the constellation Andro- 
meda. So he sent to Mr, Pogson at Ma- 
dras this telegram: 

“Biela touched earth Nov. 27. 
near Theta Centauri. 2 

Clouds prevented Mr. Pogson from ac- 
ceding to this request for thirty-six hours. 
Then he looked in the place indicated, and 
was rewarded by finding. an objéct he sup- 
posed to be the veritable comet. Time has 
rendered Prof. Klinkerfues’ first supposi- 
tion that the meteor shower of 1872 was in- 
deed the fragments of the Biela comets as 
almost certainly correct. That Mr. Pogson, 
however, saw any part of them is to the 
highest ‘degree improbable, and that for 
purely mathematical reasons, which, by the 
way, are the most convincing in astronomy. 

In 1885 the earth grossed the path of the 
Biela comets at a time very near to that 
when the latter should have bee: at the 
point of intersection and there was another 
brilllant shower of meteors. This time one 
of them actually reached the easth in solid 
form, falling at Mazaplil, Mex. It was 
doubtless a fragment of the body which 
terrified France in 1832 and which was 
gazed as s0 earnestly with the telescopes of 
1845 and = 
It has happened several years since that 
Gnusual numbers of meteors apear from 
the constellation Andromeda Nov. 27, and 
the belief is that the fragments of the 
Biela comets are stringing themselves out 
over their orbit so that the earth meets 
them more frequently, although at times 
they are much more numerous than at 
others. A big shower is expected in No- 
vember, 1905, and it will be well to keep an 
eye open for Andromedes this year, as this 
is one of the critical times. Should there 
be a large display of Bielids next month, 
as well as Leonids, due on Nov. 16. No- 
vember, 1899, will stand high among the 
meteor months. 

Of late years it has become evident that 
other comets are following the .Biela exam- 
pe. One of them is Brook's comet of 1599.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—The gov- 
ernments of the United States and Great 
Britain have such an understanding regard- 
ing the partition of China that it {ts as ef- 
fectual as an actual offensive and defensive 
alliance. This embryo alliance extends not 
only to China, but to the dismemberment 
of the Samoan Islands, and in fact to all 
questions in which the other great con- 
tinental powers are interested. The high- 
est officials of the Department of State deny 
the existence of a formal] alliance, but ad- 
mit that this country and England are 
working tn concert wherever the interests 
of elther can be best subserved, 

One of the most prominent officials of 
the State Department to-day referred to 
the relations of the United States and Eng- 
land asa “common law marriage,’’ mean- 
ing that only the ceremony and certificate 
attesting its legality were lacking. It is 
admitted that the treatment of this gov- 
ernment by Great Britain during the war 
with Spain ts direct!y responsible for the 
present era of good feeling. 

The informant of the Post-Dispatch, who 
is hich in authority'and is in a position 
to know exactly the existing relations be- 
tween the two countries, made the follow- 
ing statement to-day: 

“We have kept out of the Chinese ques- 
tion until now. Providence In its wisdom 
has led us to China at this most opportune 
time and events have occurred which now 
maké it imperative that this government 
should have a volce in the Eastern ques- 
tion. Our trade with China must be pro- 
tected and the United States government 
will preserve every right and privilege it 
possesses, even though it becomes neces- 
@ary to occupy fserritory. 

"It can be stated that It Is not the In- 
tention of the government to secure terri- 
tory in China except as a last resort. The

HISTORY OF NEGOTIATIONS. 


He Says Great Britain Only Seeks to 
Prevent ths Extension of Rus- 
sia Eastward. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster, a member of the 


Joint High Commission to settle d.fferences 
between the United States and Canada, has 
prepared a summary of this Governments 
case on the Aiaskan boundary. it was 
read iast night before the American Geo- 
graphical Society. 

Mr. Foster reviewed the history of the 
negotiations between Russia an Great 
Britain and showed that the Br.tish only 
sought to prevent the extension of the Rus- 
sian claims eastward to the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The British Government was then 
prepared to accept a boundary line lw milies 
from the coast of the mainiand. Great Brit- 
ain afterward succeeded in reducing this 
strip to a w.dth of 10 marine leagues. 

Russia permitted a 10 year license to fish 
and hunt in the estuaries, but declined to 

t permanent, 

hat license was terminated at the end 
of she period, and, Mr. Foster says, is itself 
inconsistent with any interpretation of the 
treaty other than the complete sovereignty 
over, not only the strip of 
mainiand, but all the bays and inlets. 
Mr. Foster showed that in 18:9 the Hudson

Mr. Foster quoted the British Secretary 
Canning in his instructions to the Duke of 
Wellington, where he says: 

“Enlightened statesmen and jurists have 
long held as insignificant all tities of ter- 
ritory that are not founded on actual oc- 
cupation and that title is, in the opinion of 
the most esteemed writers on public law, to 
be established by practical use.’’ 

With this as a basis Mr. Foster made the 
following strong presentation of the Ameri- 
ean position regarding the boundary: 

“here -is no claim or pretense that, the 
British authorities or subjects ever occu- 
piled any of the territory now in dispute, 
except under the lease cited, or ever exer- 
cised or attempted to exercise any acts of 
sovereignty over the strip or waters in- 
closed: by it. ° 

“First. Soon after the treaty of 18% the 
Russian Government pubiished: a map 
claiming the str.p of territory and all the 
interior waters of the sea inclosed by it. 

“Second. _The Russian-American Co, es- 
tablished forts and trading posts within the 
strip. 

wPhird. By virtue of the lease cited, 
which wasa recognized assertion of its 
sovereignty, Russia temporarily transferred 
these forts and posts to the British com- 


any. 
gg a At the termination of the ex- 
tended lease it re-entered and took posses- 
sion and remained in possession till the ces- 
sion of Alaska to the United States. 

“Eufth. It rece:ved the ailegiance of the 
native Indians inhabiting the strip, and 
exercised supervision over them. 

‘Sixth. Immediately after the cession in 
1867 the Department of State of the United 
States likew'se caused a map to be pub- 
lished. setting forth the bounds of AlasKa 
in accordance with the treaty of 1825, and 
the «ame claim as to.the strip was thereon 
made as by Russia in its map of 1827. 

“Seventh. Upon the transfer of Alaska 
a portion of the United States Army was 
dispatched to occupy the territory and a 
detachment was stationed for some time

Under the Territorial claim 
of the United States and the protect'on of 
the Government, citizens of the United 
States have entered and occupied the strip, 
bu lt cities and towns, and established in- 
duatrial enterprises thereon. 

‘‘Al] the foregoing acts have taken place 
without a singie protest or comp’aint on 
the part of the British or Canadian Gov- 
ernments. except that some friction has oc- 
curred between the customs outrosts as to 
the exact demarcation of the eastern line 
of the strip.’

WILL URGE CONGRESS TO ACT. 


Cabinet Wants the Ownership of the 
Philippines Proclaimed. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—It was unan- 
imously agreed at the meeting of the Cabti- 
net to-day to urge upon Congress the im- 
mediate paesage of a joint resolution de- 
claring it to be the intention of this Goy- 


ernment to retain the Phil.ppine Islands, to 
suppress insurrection and to grant the 
broadest kind of local seif-government to 
the inhabitants of the isiands under such 
form of United States civil government as 
may be exvedient. 

This decision was reached after the Cabl- 
net members had carefuliy read and dis- 
cussed the unanimous report of the Phil- 
ippine .Commission. The opinion was ex- 
pressed around tne Cabinet table that 
Congress cou.d be depended upon to pass 
euch a resolution, 

While it is apparent that the publication 
of the Philippine Commission's report Was so 
timed as to have an eilect upon the forth- 
coming elections, the President proposes to 
free himself from the charge of making it 
a campaign document by incors.ng it to the 
ful est extent in his coming annual message, 
and by asking Congress to accept i.s con- 
clusions and thereby strengthen the hands 
of the Administration in dealing with the 
insurrection. 

In speaking of the commission's report 
Secretary Long said:

Literary Symposium. 


The IAterary Symposium met as usual 
last Wednesday morning at Hotel Beers. 
Sculpture was the subject of study, and 
since American sculptors are coming into 
prominence, it proved to be a most inter- 
esting theme. 

Mrs. Martha Davis Griffith contrasted the 
two great schools of sculpture—that of 
Athens in the fifth century B. C. and that 
of Italy in the fifteenth century A. D., 
showing that the Greeks carved the per- 
fect form, the Italians the perfect face.

Forty-five years ago the mother of Miss 
Biigi sang in the choir loft of the old ca- 
thedral. The musical director was Brother 
Maximilian of the Christian Brothers. He 
fell in love with the sweet singer—or her 
woiloe—renounced his allegiance to the 
Brotherhood and married her. 

The singer ls now dead. Her daughter 
journeyed from Dubuque to 8t. Louis to 
obtain with her own hands pictures of the 
ecenes so intimately connected with her 
mother’s romance. 

Before Miss Higi’s mother married the 
Christian Brother she was Miss Francisca 
Mathias, a sister of F. W. Mathias, now 
residing at 4763 Greer avenue, St. Lou®. At 


that time the family resided on Seventh 
gtreet, between Carroll and Marion streets. 
Miss Mathias was the possessor of a re- 
gnarkable voice and had become the leading 
singer in the cathedral choir, which was 
then under the leadership of the father of 
Alfred Robyn. 

About that time the Christian Brothers 
established themselves in St. Louis in a 
building opposite the Pope College, on 
Bighth and Gratiot streets. They came 
here from Montreal. Shortly afterward 
Brother Maximilian came from the Jesuit 
College in Germany and took up his resi- 
dence at the house on Eighth and Gratiot 
streets. Jie was then a little more than 30 
years of age. 

He was left an orphan before he was old 
enough to remember. Of boyhood as other 
boys know it he knew nothing. With father 
end mother both dead, with brothers and 
gisters he was not old enough to appreciate. 
and who were not old. enough to care for 
him, he was bandied about among re!atives 
for a while, until they finally decided. to 
piace him in care of the Christian Brothers 
The earliest recollections of the young 
Brother were itn connection with the mem- 
bers of this great order. He learned thelr 
ways, their customs, thelr modes of thought 
He learned to love them, in a childish way,

Early in life he had shown a taste for 
music. His intelligence was quick and his 
voice good. This liking had been cultivated 
his powers had been tried, and when*he 
reached this city he soon became known 
a8 a musician of more than ordinary prom- 
ise and executicn. His ear Was attuned 
to harmony, he understood the _ tech- 
nique of the art of music and his soul re- 
sponded to the touch of melody, whetherwt 
was the tinkling of the guitar, the mellif- 
luous notes of the flute or the resonant 
peals of a church organ. 

When Prof. Robyn retired from the lead- 
ership of the Cathedral choir, what wonder 
that Brother Maximilian, young, stately 
and accomplished, should be placed in 
charge? 

One Sabbath morning—the very morning 
he first ascended to the choir loft, a voice—

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STARS WI 


Grand Show Scheduled by As- 
a Week 


From Tuesday. 


HE greatest star shower ever recorded 

+ is due November 14. It will even ex- 

ceed in extent and grandeur the his- 

toric star-fall of 1833, when the world was 

thought to be coming to an end. Astrono- 

mers say the sight will surpass anything of 
the kind ever witnessed by man. 

Prof. William A. Harkness, who is in 
charge of the astronomical department of 
the National Observatory at Washington, 
D. C., says: 

‘We are unable to predict the exact hour 
at which the November meteoric showers 
will begin. But it Is estimated that the 
showers will reach their maximum briliiancy 
at 1 o'clock a. m., the morning of Novem- 
ber 15. Although these metcoroids revolve 
around the sun in a definite orbit, the point 
of their intersection with the orbit of the 
earth moves forward at the rate ng degree 


tronomers for 


and a half per year, thus throwing the ad- 
vent of the meteors a few hours later at 
each succeeding fall. For example} the fail 
of 1833 ‘urred on the night of Novemoer 
13; the fall of 1899 will take place on the 
evening of the lith of November, and will 
probably be of some hours duration. It will 
be visible throughouf the whole of the 
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North American continent and in Europe 
and Asia.”’ 

These falling ‘‘stars’’ are really meteors. 
They receive the name of Leonids because 
they seem to come from the direction of the 
constellation Leo. 

Dr. W. F. Denning, fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of England, has made 
a special study of the November meteoric 
displays. He has found that the history of 
these displays goes back for a thousand 
years. In some of his writings on this sub- 
ject he quotes the celebrated historian 
Conde, who, in his Arablan history, states 
that, ‘on the night of the 12th of October, 
902, an immense number of falling stars 
were seen to spread themselves over' the 
face of the sky, lke rain."" This particular 
year was known thereafter as ‘“‘the gear of 
stars.”’ 

On the 19th of October, 1302, It ts aiso 
recorded by Conde that “the etars shot 
hithér and thither in the heavens. eastward 
westward, and flew against one an- 
her Iike a scattering storm of locusts. to 
the right and to the left. This phenomenon 
lasted till daybreak. People were thrown 
into consternation and cried to God, the 
Most High. with confused ¢lamor.” 

According to Dr. Denning, the most bril- 
liant display in our annals was the No- 
vember meteoric shower of 1833. In Bos- 
ton alone it Is estimated that 240,000 meteors 
were visible during the seven hours’ dur-

George A. Armes was born In 1844 at An- 
andale, Fairfax County, Va. At school he 
was known a leader a fighter. 

When Virginia seceded in 1860, Armes, 
was only 16, announced his intention 
throwing hia fortunes with the Union, 
set out for Washington. 

One afternoon as he was 
front of the Kirkwood House 
Seward passed by. -Armes asked to be ap- 
pointed a.anessenger in the State Depart- 
ment. 

“Young man, you are a-stranger to me,” 
enid Seward. “Go back to Virginia and get 
some of an indorsement; if you: see 
@nything going on let me know.” 

Armes returned to Fairfax Courthouse 
and Gov Thomas grave him a letter of rec- 
ommendation, Capt. Jackson added his in- 
dorsement, signing .his name James W. 
Jackson, aud then iin cold letters added 
“Secessionish’’ | 

Returning to Washington Armes was ar- 
rested on hts way to Seward's house, and 
taken to O)4*Wiltard’s Hall, where Cas- 
sius M. Clay: petied him his~ business. 
Armes ceclined te state it. a 

He was scarched and when a letter of: 
Tecommendation was found on his person 
with the names ef two prominent seces- 
sionists signed to lta Tope Was put around 
his neck. 
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you state your errand here, 
young man’”’’ asked Clay. 

“You may hang me or bayonet me, but 
I shal] tell my business to Secretary Sew- 
ard alone,”’ said Armes. 

He was turned over to Ward H. Lamon, 
marshal of the district, and taken before 
Seward, who read’ his letters and showed 
them afterward to President Lincoln, who 
laughed heartily over Jackson's signature. 

Seward‘learned from Armes that a raid 
was intended that night by secessionists on 
the Capitol. All available troops were 
marched at dusk to the Chain Bridge, the 
Long Bridge and the wharves. Armes re- 
ceived his appointment. 

As Sewar6é's messenger the’ boy was soon 
know. to gil the leading men of the day. 
When the Union troops moved on Alexan- 
dria he wads granted three. days’ absence 
from the dppartment to-actompany them. 

His ate dge of the country made him 
extremely valuable to the expedition. At 
Four-Mile Run Col. Wilcox placed a party 
of a hundre@*man under his guidance, their 
orders being to capture Vapt. Ball and his 
volunteer cavalry company, : of. which 
Armes had been a member. 

Wilcox sent along an additional hundrea 
men from the First Michigan undér Capt. 
Butterworth, Wnder Armes’ guidance they 
not only sucé¢eeded in taking prisoner Capt. 
Ball, but burned a bridge. and captured a 
Supply train whith was just preparing 
pull out for Richmond, 
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During the-course of one fearf} engage- 
ment Lieut, Armes was detailed to carry a 
dispatch from Hancock to Burnside. He 
took the straight course which led him in 
front of the lines and into view of both 
armies, His horse was shot and he was 
ro.led under him on the ground. He extri- 
cated himself, anc selzed a loose horse, rode 
to Burnside tn safety and assisted tn placing 
the divisions on the line,’ For this he was 
promoted to a Captaincy in the Second New 
York Artillery. 

Soon after he had reported to his regi- 
ment, which was In Gen. Miles’ command, 
the fight at Hatcher’s Run took place. On 
one side of the Run, which was a deep 
stream 30 feet in width, the. Confederate 
forces lay shielded behind breastworks. 

Gen, Miles ordered a regiment to advance 
on the Confederate works. The men got 
no further than mid-stream when they 
were shot down and drowned by the score. 
Another regiment was ordered forward to 
essay in the task. They {n turn were driven 
back with fearful slaughter. 

Gen. Miles called for volunteers. 

Capt. Armes chose from his regiment 19 
men. Seizing a log to help float him aéross 
the stream he called on his men to do like- 
wise. This they did, and those who crossed 
the stream alive followed him up the bank 
and captured the Confederate works. 

As Armes led the way up the embank- 
ment a Confederate musketeer jammed the 
bayonet into his face. The point entered 
his mouth and came out through his throat. 

On the evening of the victory, Dec. 14, 
1864, Gen. Miles issued a general order com- 
plimenting Armes, and the latter was made 
a LDrevet Major at the age of 20. He re- 
covered from his wound sufficiently to be 
with his command when they led the charge 
into Petersburg, Va., and to serve in al) 
the battles until the surrender of Lee at 
Appomattox. 

After Major Armes had been mustered 
out of the service General Hancock advised 
him to enter the regular army. Upon tne 
recominendation of Generals Hancock, Au- 
ger, Griffin, Mott, Miles and Tompkins he 
was appointed Second Lieutenant in the 
Second United States Cavairy, then in the 
Department of Missouri. 

On sasion during Armes’ western 
experience 100 men were sent out in pur- 
suit of 400 Sioux, who had murdered whites 
and Stolen cattle. The officer in charyze 
became frightened and sent back for tc- 
inforcements. Lieutenant Armes was sent 
to his aid in command ofa ‘ond 100 men. 
He caught up to the advance patty on the 

‘North Platte River, about forty miles out 
from Fort Sedgwick. ‘ The officer in com- 
mand turned back, but Armes insubordi- 
nately pushed on with his men. 

Provisions grew scarce and 
was filled with hostile Indians The expe- 
dition was reduced by two-thirds when it 
came upon the Indian camp. But Arines 
and his men swooped down, stampeding 
the stock through the camp. The Indians. 
completely taken by surprise, mostly took 
to filght. Their tents were burned and the 
Boldiers recovered every head of stock. 

The whole west was 
of the exploit, and an 

complimenting Armes and describing his 
adventure “perhaps the greatest cav- 
alry feat ever heretofore recorded.’ 

The noise of Armes’ exploit had not died 
away before he was again in the field tn 
the dead of a Dakota winter. In January, 
1867, word was brought Fort Sedgwick 
that thirty wood-choppers were beleag- 
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uered by the red men, and tn a fair way to 
be frozen, starved or massacred if help «iid 
not reach them. 

Armes and his equad of 40 men 
caught by a blizzard about 40 miles out 
from the fort. He beat off the Indians, 
rescued the wood choppers and returned 
with them to the fort. Twenty-seven of 
his men were badly frozen a6 to be in- 
capacitated. Armes himseif was frozen to 
his horse, 

News of this and many other dashing acts 
reached Grant at Washington, and the old 
warrior, who had sent the stripling to Han- 
k to ‘give him bellyful of fight- 
ing,’’ determined that such gallantry should 
not go unrewarded. He ordered that Armes 
be given a comm/ission captain, and, 
that he might take precedence over some 
hundreds of officers, Gen. ordered 
it dated Rack from May, 1867, 1866. 

Armes was aasigned to the Cav- 
alry, then stationed at Port on 
the Kansas border. At that as 
but 22 years of age, and was

It was suddenly remembered by the, Rev. 
Father Goodwin, canon of the Church of 
Mount St Peter, that in virtue of his office 
it was his duty to lay claim to all products 
of the mine cn the strength of certain 
feudal rights and he therefore hastened to 
demand possession of the skull last ex- 
humed. This claim the doctor resisted and 
the matter becoming serious it was referred 
to the Chapter pf Canons. This court de- 
cided against the doctor and the specimen 
was delivered to Father Goodwin, who 
triumphantly transferred to the Presby- 
tery, where he enjoyed possession of it 
til an unforeseen incident was the cause of 
this historical fossil again changing hands. 
This was no less than the conquest of 
the country by the French. 

“When the French Invaded Holland there 
was attached to the expedition one who re- 
garded the possession of this skull of far 
more importance than the corquest of prov- 
inces. This was Mons. Fanjas de St. Fond, 
who occupied the zoological chair in the 
Jardin des Plantes, and who, tt is said, so- 
licited the appointment of Commissalire to 
the Army of the North, under Kleber, solely 
for the purpose of acquiring possession of 
this skull. When therefore the army drew 
up before the town of Maestricht he did not 
fail to point out to the commander the lo- 
cation of the specimen and enjoin upon 
him the necessity of preserving it as far 
as might be from injury. The town was able 
to ut for time, but the buiid- 
ings Mt. St. Peter stood unharmed 
madist the general destruction. 

“The canon, far from attributing this for- 
bearance of the Frenchmen to their rever- 
ence for the hallowed precincts, very

Armes’ health had been shattered, and It 
Was not until the fall of 1898 that he again 
saw active service, when he took the field 
under Gen. Penrose. This time the Indians 
of Southern Colorado and New Mexico had 
Sone on the warpath. Ten months of In- 
dian fighting in the country where Gen. 
Miles gained so much renown at a 
date rounded out the exciting pages of his 
martial career. 

In 1869 Armes caused the arrest of two 
majors of his command, whom he charged 
with selling army mules for their own 
profit. The prisoners had _ influential 
friends, and Armes was made to suffer 
for his firmness. 

Since that time he has been at bitter war- 
fare with the authorities in Washington. 
There have been charges and _  counter- 
charges, arrests and vindications. With a 
soldier’s truculent disposition Armes has 
not sought to conclilate his enemies.

Wasson’s story sounds like fiction instea4 
of the official report of the Army Register. 
Its simiiarity to the story of Capt. Oberlin 
M. Carter only adds to its Interest. 

Wasson was born of intelligent German 
parents tn Ohio. He enlisted in the Thirty- 
fourth Iowa Volunteers in 1864, and was en- 
gaged in the Red River campaign. His ap- 
titude for military life and an intellect of 
scintillating brilliancy made it an easy 
matter for him to recelve, at the age of 21, 
an appointment to West Point in 1867. Gen. 
Fred D. Grant had been appointed the year 
before, and though Wasson had been but a 
common soldier, he was sought for and 
made the fast friend of the son of the Presi- 
It was an easy matter for Wasson to 


keep to the front in his studies and still 


find time to coach his friend who showed 
less aptitude. President Grant favored 
the friendship and showed the greatest ap- 
preciation of Wasson’s kindness, inviting 
his as a guest to the White House. When 
the two friends graduated in 1871 Wasson 
stood at the head of his ciass and received 
the commission of Second Lieutenant. His

beyond the academy, and when President 
Grant was asked by the Japanese Minister 
for a brilliant officer of unimpeachable 
character to fill the chair of mathematics 
in the College of Hok’kaido, he immediate- 
bethought him of his son’s friend, and 
arming him with the strongest indorsements 
to Minister Bingham and the Japanese 
Court, retired him from the army and sent 
him on the mission. 

After a year’s service he became the Sur- 
veyor-in-Chief to the Kaitakaski of Hok’- 
Kaido. Later he was made Chief Engineer, 
with the rank of Colonel (Chuza) in the 
Imperial Army of Japan, being engaged in 
the Formosa campaign, where his services 
were most distinguished. That over he 
again took the Chair of Civil Engineer in 
the Impcrial University of Tokio. Honors 
came freely to one so intelligent, so brave, 
so kind; he was the courted favorite of all 
and was made a member of the Imperial 
Order of Mérit of Meipi and retelved the 
decoration of the ‘“‘Rising. Sun” of that 
order for his gallant and faithful servicés 
in the Formosa campaign in 1874. 

Wasson’s dashing es and scholarly 


attainments at once won him a warm place 
in the friendship of John A. Bingham. our 
Minister to Japan at that time. Bingham’'s 
own career had been one of marked bril- 
liancy. He had served many years in Con- 
gress with great prominence and credit, 
and in 1864 was appointed by President 
Lincoln Judge Advocate in the army. It 
seetned almost an appalling eoinc:dence tnit 
he should have served as Special Judge Ad- 
vocate at the trial of Lintcoln’s assassins. 
Later he returned to Congress and made a 
brilliant record when appointed Minister to 
Japan. In Bingham’s family was a beauti- 
ful daughter. Wasson was then a superb 
young officer with frank blue éyes and a 
long flowing mustache, so favored with 
manly beauty that he awakened admiration 
wherever he went. 


He wooed and won Bingham’s love? 
daughter, and the wedding was one of the 
Srandest events of that country at the 
time. Foreigners of high rank and Ameri- 
cans of wealth and position vied with one 
another in lavish gifts and attention to the 
couple, President Grant sending an al- 
most princely gift. 

But at last Wasson'’s heart seemed sat- 
lated with the honors given him by a for- 
eign country and in 1876 he returned to 
America. He came at once to ;Washington 
where was affactionately greeted by his 
admiring friends. None were heartier m 
welcoming him back than was the Presi- 
dent and his family. One who had found It 
$0 easy to win laurels in foreign lands had 
but to ask and it was given to him. Presl- 
dent Grant learned of his desire for an 
opening here and with a well-remembered 
remark: “I took Wasson out of the army 
and now I will have to put him back,” at 
once made him paymaster with the rank 
of Major. 

Wasson fulfilled the duties of his office 
regularly for sometime.’ But he was located 
at San Antonio, Tex., and associated with 
daringly reckless men. Separated from the 
environments to which years of association 
had accustomed him, he soon sought s0- 
lace in the pastimes of the men around him, 
He became a frequent guest at the gaming 
table. He engaged in small friendly games; 
these were but to lure him on. He fell into 
the maddening vortex with all the pas- 
sion of a strong nature. His income was 
inadequate to the terrible demand made 
He lost heavily and sought to re- 
trieve. He borrowed it from the Govern- 
ment, out of money left in his keeping for 
disbursement. 

His downfall was assured. He was 
drawn deeper and deeper into the whirlpool 
of crime. But there was the hope of win- 
ning it all back and savirg his honored 
name. The crisis came at last; he could no 
longer hide the defalcation. The pay of the 
troops at Fort Davis was due. They were 
even then waiting for the money. He must 
resort to strategy. His brilliant mind soon 
formed a plan, and before his heart failed 
bim he hastened to carry it out. 

He left Fart Worth at 10:30 o'clock on the 
evening of April 30, 1883. He had, as a com- 
panion, Mr. Nohle; the disbursirg clerk. In 
his hand he carried a small tan leather box. 
It was s: pposed to contain $29,000. No one 
but Wasson himeelf knew that it was 
empty.. Even then his. plan had ‘not fully

train completed it. 

In one of the smokers he found a party 
of Texas Rangers, who, having taken pos. 
session of the car, filled it with obscene 
songs and profanity. He might provoite 
them to an aitercation and may be—but life 
was dear to him, and there were those he 
leved and for whom he must take the most 
desperate chance. 

He returned to his own car. In fe were 
four quiet, but sullen-looking men. Hig 
plan was at last ripe.

ways plausible. He retired later. placing 
the leather bag behind him in his berth. 
The moonlight streamed in through the lit. 
tle car window and made him afraid of the 
Gastardly fraud. As he Wrote to Major 
Charles M. Terrill, Chief Paymaster of the * 
Department of Texas: “I Slept lightly; the 
moonlight streamed in over me, until, cnink. 
ing that was what awakened me.I jlowerea 
the curtain.” 

He was called at 6:50 by the porter, and 
at once missed the bag. The four dark- « 
browed men in the car the’ night before 
were missing also. Two had left at Cisco 
before daybreak, ang two at Baird a little 
later. The conductor was called and 
search was made for the bag. He called 
upon a Sheriff at the next station and told 
of the suspicious conduct of the trainmer 
in not telling him that they had on boarg ~ 
a lot of rangers. Another Sheriff was lates 
dispatched with Mr. Noble to search the 
car. 

He returned to Worth. From ‘there he 
sent a most dramatic appeal to Paymaster 
Terrill, reciting the journey, the disastrous 
loss of $29,000, and his suspicions im the mate + 
ter. Terrill telegraphed to Washington. 
The remark of the Paymaster on receiving 
the news and the helief that Wasson had 
himself stolen the money, was :‘Wasson is 
oll right. President Grant trusted him.” 

Nevertheless, Wasson was arrested anda 
tried by court-martial at fan Antonfo, Tex., 
and pleaded guilty to every charge. He 
made no effort to conceal even his plahe 
for deceiving the Government, and told 
how he hade made false checks. 

His tragic downfall culminated wher 
President Arthur, on July 3, 18%, 
signed the document sentencing him to 18 
months in the penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and dismissing him from the 
army. 

While serving his term he engineered the 
famous roadway from Leavenworth to the 
fort, and did other valuable work for the 
Government. 

The.greater part of the $29,000 was aude 
sequently recovered. Part of it was found 
secreted, and a large amount of it wag 
paid through gambling debts. 

When released Wason was a reformea - 
man. His passion for gambling and drinke 
ing had had a quietus in the confineement 
to hard work for 18 months. He went ts 
Des Moines, Io., and began .the practices 
of law, and for years has led a life of retrle 
bution. As he passed through the War 
Department the other day to bid adieu tw 
his sén and friends, no one could doubt hig 
contrition, 

From the dashing, brilllant engineer 
whose floating blond mustache was the 
envy of all his brither officers, he has be- 
come a gray-hairtd man, bowed with the 
weight of admitted guilt. His plea that the 
last days of his life might be given to the 
service of his country was most touching 
and caused Secretary Root to allow him to. 
be enlisted as a Sergeant, and live down 
his past in a new country. As the gifted, 
courteous old main walked the corridors 
of the Warf Depdrtment, preparatory to 
leaving for Manila; no one could doubt his 
sincerity and remorse. That the¥e is much

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The Story of a Long Search for a Missing

Last Failure.

NE of the grimmest man-hunts in the 
annals of American crime is the 
chase, which for 11 years has never 
slackened, for Willie Tascott, reputed mur- 
derer of the millionaire banker, A. J. Snell, 

in 1888. 

William Rigler, a miner, who has just re- 
turned from Cape Nome, Alaska, tells the 
story of the alleged murderer's presence in 
that far-away country, and of his own dis- 
appointment ris failure get the 
large reward offered for the fugitive’s cap- 
ture. 

One night a man too lll to work was car- 
ried by a companion into the cabin of Rig 
ler and his companions and shelter was re- 
The sick man rapidly became

quested. 
worse. 

Under the bellef that he was dying he told 
Rigler and his chum that he was Tascott 
and confessed to the killing of Snell in 
Chicago. 

To the surprise of all the sick man pres- 
entiy grew better, and one day, having ev!i- 
dently repented of his confession, vanished. 
Rigler determined to bind the self-confessed 
murderer, intending to turn him over to the 
authorities, but he was unabie to find 
either him or his friend. 

Rigler spread the news until. now. he be- 
lieves, all the camps have been notified. 

Police annals give no paralie! to the long 
search for this much-wanted mhn. Seldom 
has a fugitive succeeded in so completely 
dropping-from the view of the authorities, 
though the police of every town in civiligza- 
the 
lookout. 

No one in all the ll years has actually 
met and identified the object of the unpre- 
cedented search, though supposed Tascotts 
have turned up at widely distant -points, 
only to be in turn proved Innocent. 

Snell was murdered in his home on Washi- 
ingion boulevard, about 1 o'clock itn the 
morning, just as a dancing party a block 
away was breaking up. No one of the party 
heard the many shots fired, nor did any 
of the occupants of the mansion, who re- 
mained in ignorance of the happenings of 
the night until morning, when they found 
the dead man at the foot of basement 
stairs. 

A small safe had been blowy open, and 
the papers. scatiered about. Snell had ap- 
parently been aroused by burglars. With 
a revolver in his hand he went down the 
stairs and fired through a door. The bur- 


the 


giars returned the fire, killing the banker 
and fleeing through the kitchen door, where 
they had gained an entrance by cutting 
a hole large enough to admit an arm and 
drawing the bolts. Snow on the ground 
showed unusually small footprints, which, 
with the safe breaking tools, were the only 
clews. 

The search developed a deplorable condi- 
tion in the Police Department. The old 
officers joined with the late Inspector John 
Bonfield to defeat the efforts of Charles 
Aldrich to unravel the mystery. The latter 
was selected by Mayor Roche to manage 
the case and make a reputation on which 
he could be made superintendent of the 
department, to convert it into a Republi- 
can political mawvhine. 

Aldrich had just been reinstated as a de- 
tective, after having been dismissed years 
before for alleged complicity in the theft 
of a New York traveling agent's trunk of 
jewelry. Although he had been acquitted 
he had not succeeded in getting his old 
place, nor had he regained standing with 
the department. 

This factional fight developed much bDit- 
terness and led to an upheaval in police cir- 
cles, many policemen being reduced or dis- 
missed. 

Sensational rumors gained currency dur- 
ing the two weeks which followed. Sup- 
posed missing papers were gossipped about 
as a motive for some members of the fam- 
lly to commit the crime, and the small foot- 
prints in the snow suggested fo superheated 
laginations that one of the female members 
had made them. . 

Bonfield at last made the discovery, but 
how has never before been told. 

Hie remembered that John Hanley,

The family of the murdered man sent cite 
‘culars descriptive of Tascott over the 
world, and offered $8,000 for his delivery 
to the Chicago police. Every policeman, 
town marshall and county sheriff in the 
country cot one, and while Europe, Asia, 
Africa, Canada and Central and South Am- 
erica received them by the package.

ONEY that has been rushing with such force and volume to the West, South 
and Southwest of late, has not yet turned, although the change is somewhat 
overdue. On the contrary, the drain upon the metropolitan banks still con- 
tinues. Formerly the vast sums that were drawn from New York for crop- 

moving purposes began to return before this time of the year. Money is constantly 
being called for and shipments are still going on. Judging from the past, however, 
one would say that it would begin to come back very shortly. We must remember 
that this is a great country, and that its business is organized on a tremendous scale. 


Few New Yorkers realize this. 

The secret of the delay in the return of money sent to the West and the decrease 

in the eastward bound volume is that it is going into the hands of the great masses of 
age-earners throughout the country and is being kept and held by them. These 
feopie ale 4n erm better condition financially than they have been for years ayjd are 
more able to hold on to their money than they ever were before. 

Growing prosperity in the West has increased the demand for labor and wages to 
such an extent that fully 20 per cent more men are employed in that section than 
Were a year ago, and pay has also been advanced 2 per cent within the last 2 
months. I suppose there are 10,000,000 of wage-earners who get on am average an in- 
crease df $1 a week over what they received last year. This great item alone would 
amount to over $40,000,000 a week, or $160,000, 000 a month. A vast deal of this money 
finds its way into ‘the local banks, from which points it is again put into circulation 
to advance provincial industries. 

New York !s no longer the only money center of America. 
from Europe and distribute it, and through the filtering processes of 
business it reachés to every nook and corner of the country; It is needless to say 
that much of it is caught and held at points along the route. The surplus money 
in the West will tend to the development of various enterprises, which will natur- 
ally keep the rates of interest from falling.

The spirit of persecution was manifested already a few days ago 
when the Trappists of Fontgombault were forbidden to consecrate 
the new chapel of their abbey. 

We are on the eve of witnessing a repetition of the odious 
scenes during the regime of Jules Ferry. They will pick the 
locks of the convent portals, they will storm the asylums of 
Peace and -prayer and they will order their henchmen to throw 
holy maidens and pious old men out on the street. 

We know, alas, too well that our parliamentary republic is the 
only European Government whose law does not tolerate the right 
of forming patriotic organizations without the Government's 
consent. We were given strong proof of this at the recent trial 
of the League of Patriots. Nevertheless, since the tendency to 
unite and organize is natural with men, innumerable associations 
of every description of which the “powers that be” feign to ignore 
the existence, labor on without permission and without fear. 

There is one organization, however, which is not only recognized 
but patronized by the governments. Freemasonry, which, ac- 
cording to French law, is not only illegal, but also a secret one, 
is treated with monstrous favor. It must be conceded that Free- 
masonry constitutes an occult, mighty power, which has succeeded 
in gaining control over a vast majority of the legislators and the 
members of the Government. This order has an all-powerful 
sway over the internal and external affairs of France and its 
orders are executed with marvelous fidelity.

Their eternal vows? In these, my contemporaries, you will find a 
chastising contrast and a cruel satire of your own lives. They are 
poor, while you bend the knee to the golden calf. They are chaste, 
while you give yourselves over to unspeakKabie debauch.

‘There must be something even more unique than his scholar- 
ship about a personality so fought over, and, indeed, Dr. Schechter 
is the most wonderful combination of learning, wit and spiritual 
magnetism that has ever been my good fortune to encounter.

it—‘‘a doukey who carries books.’ In the most brilliant university 
circles his is alwuys the dominant figure, his the victorious epi- 
gram,-h.s the stentorian laughter. 

“Murvelous is tle command of English shown in his ‘Studies in 
Judaism,’ when one refiects that he is really a Roumanian exile. 
It is net too much to say that this buok, by its wisdom, wit and 
beautiful style, takes a place in English literdture quite apart 
from the place which its extracrdinary erudition and insight give 
it in the realms of learning and theology. 

“It is this booh (of which there is an American edition) which 
I would recommend to those who would like to make acquaintanwe 
with the man or tc those in quest of a new essayist, for his other 
works, his editions of Taimud and Midrash, are only for specialists, 

“Sut there is another aspect of his work which has excited so 
much popular interest in England that the London Times recently 
put several pages at his disposal for the explanation of it to the 
public. For Dr. Schechter is a great discoverer, not of anc™nt 
cities, but of anclent manuscripts. Sent by his university to the 
Orient in search of such, he had the good fortune to light upon a 
verituble treasure at Cairo, a chaotic ship load of manuscripts now 
safely stored in a vault at Cambridge University. 

“Tt has been a Jewish custom never to destroy any Hebrew 
books. The disabled volumes are stored up, as it were, in a hos. 
pital shed attached to the synagogue. Hence the word ‘Apo- 
crypha,’ the books hidden away, not recognized by the Jewish 
church, which fixed the canon of the Old Testament. 

“It {is one of the ‘Apocrypha’ which may prove the most valuable 
find of all the myriad scraps and tatters which Dr. Schechter dls- 
entombed froin the holy synagogue hospital at Cairo, every frag- 
ment of which his incredible learning at once recognized and dated. 

“For he has found the Hebrew original of ‘Ecclesiasticus,’ which 
has hitherto had no more authoritative original than a Grek text. 
And this Hebrew original throws many new sidelights on the 
hypothesis of the great German and Dutch scholars who have 
torn the Old Testnment to pieces, and this new light reveals many 
a dubious gap und seam in these cocksure hypotheses. 

“Thus, from the side of scholarship itseif, which has been sup- 
posed to be fatal to the accuracy of the Old Testament, comes 
unexpected re-enforcement of the orthodox position.”

When the poor 
learn properly the value of economy, the necessity of ch arity will to a great extent be 
done away with. But when I see the extravagance on every side, the false standards 
of living, the pretension, the shoddy imitation, the perpetual straining after luxuries 
of all kinds, I grow hopeless of ever having the poor learn the lesson _ of strict econ- 
omy.

HAT is a good horse, and how many 

kinds of good horses are there? 

The questions, which have puzzied 

many, Many people, who are often at a 
loss to determine whether or not a horse is 

@ good one in his class, have been an- 
Swered for the Sunday Post-Dispatch by 
William R. Faulkner, superintendent of the 
stables of the St. Louis police department, 
who has care of the many fine horses used 
by the mounted men of the police force.

Mraft Horse—The perfect draft horse is 
close bulit, short-barreled, bringing the 
fore legs and hind legs close together, giv- 
ing him great pulling strength. His bones | 
must be large, making the framework 
strong. He will be 16% hands high (66 
inches) and weigh from 1300 to 1500 pounds. 
The majority sold in American markets 
come from Normandy and Gcotland.

His legs need to be a little longer than 
those of the draft horse, to enable him to 
get over the ground quickly lf given the 
proper care the animal will retain its 
strength for eight cr ten years.

As I look back 
upon my life I see its different epochs as if 
reflected in a clear mirror. Of course, the 
glory of it all is God's, but I take a little 
credit myself, too, and am proud that I 
feel as young as I do.” 


The Pope then said that, although he val- 
ued medicine most highly, he had little use 
for doctors, whereupon Mazzoni made an- 
swer: 

“Your Holiness may rest assured we 
physicians can do little or nothing for you. 
We stand aghast before the pleasing phe- 
nomenon of young old age buoyed up by 
work and unshaken by serious cares."’ 

“Well,” said the Pope, thoughtfully, 
“when quite a young student I read Hufe- 
land's cele brated work, “The Art of Pro- 
longing Life,’ then just published, and I 
agreed with the German professor that the 
mere prolongation of life would be quite a 
useless undertaking, and that above all one 
must have something to live for. If one has 
something to live for, then’ one must try 
to put off the growing old as long as pos- 
Sible, and that is what I have done. 

‘Again, I have always kept my stomach 
under strict control. Man’s digestive or- 
cans usually begin to degenerate after his 
fiftieth year, and the more one has abused 
his stomach the quicker, the more painful 
the degeneration. 

“My diet has been

The charge is one requiring great labor 


among circumstances far from congenial. 
The people with whom Father Hopkins will 
be brought into contact are nearly all ne- 
groes, exceedingly ignorant, though the bet- 
ter class of them have reached a higher 
State of civilization than many of the col- 
ored people of the United States. 

His position will be made much easier 
on account of the knowledge he has accu- 
mulated regarding their customs and su- 
perstitions. 

The population of Bliezt is 4,000, of whom 
20,000 are Catholics. Of this sumber 14,000 
are natives. 

The language chiefly spoken is Spanish, 
though, on account of close association with 
many Europeans, a large majority can 
speak English. 


‘The knowledge that Father Hopkins ac- 
quired of medicine will probably be of great 
use to ‘him while tending to the needs of 
the poor of his flock. 

The way in which Father Hopkins came 
to embrace religion was out of the ordi- 
nary. Asa physician he first saw the need — 
that the poor had of something besides 
bodiiy liniments.

WW Petoem WIENERS is the oldes 
shoemaker in St. Louls. He works 
With the oldest hammer and “putz- 
holz”’ in St. Louis. One of the oldest clocks 
in St. Louis tells him the time of day and 
he keeps warm in winter by one of the 
oldest stoves in St. Louls. 

Wieners is 75 years old. He has used the 
Same hammer 61 years. He has used the 
same “‘putzholz”’ for 67 years. He has had 
had his clock 63 years and his stove 35. 

For over twenty years Wieners has ‘had 
his shop at the same place. Nobody who 
has passed along Tenth street between Olive 
and Locust streets during that time has 
failed to notice him at work on his low 
bench in his little shop at No. 314. His jolly 
rotund face for all that time has been as 
familiar as the architecture of the typock. 
At evening before he closed up his shop 
for the day he was wont to sit at the door 
of his little shop and exchange greetings 
with those who passed, for he knew nearly 
all of them and they all knew him. ° 

The enumeration of the peculiar qualities 
of Mr. Wieners would not be complete with- 
out mentioning that he is the most cn- 
tented man in St. Luis. If such a prac- 
tical old man could be said to have hobbies 
they are contentment and honesty. These 
are the subjects he likes best to talk about. 
In all the 75 years that he has lived in

@ man being discontented and the only

I was 
the youngest of 10 children. They had to 
send me to an orphan home, They were 
g00d to me there. My orphan mother and 
my orphun-father were as good to me as 
my own mother and father could have been. 
If ever I go back to the old country the 
first thing I do will be to hunt them up if 
they are still alive.

the shoemaker trade in the home. My or- 
phan mother told me always to learn my 
trade good. 

“Yes, I am coming to the hammer. 1 
had to go to the army, of course. I was 
in Company Four of the Fifteenth Infantry. 
We were in a fortress on the Weser. It 
was about the time of the little war with 
Schiesswig-Holstein. ‘The offieers found 
out that I was a good shoemaker and they 
made me the shoemaker of the regiment. 
I had a friend in my company who had 
been with me at the orphan school. His 
name was Kern. The plate on my ham- 
mer was broken. One day he came to me 
and he said, “William, the plate of your 
han-mer is broken. I will give you mine.’ 

“He gave me this hammer and I have 
had it and used it ever since. I expect to 
use it till 1 die, and I wouldn't sell it for 
any money. If I don't see it as soon as I 
come into the shop in the morning I am 
not satisfied and I cannot work without it 

“But that is not the only old thing I 
have. See this piece of hard walnut wood? 
I have had that since 1843. That is a putz- 
holz. That is what we call it in German. 
I don’t know what they call it tn English. 
We use that, you see, to smooth the edges 
of the soles of shoes. I bought that at 
Alberfeld on the Rhine. I have had it too, 
and worked with it ever since. 

“Do you see that clock on the wall there? 
I have had that since 183. That was three 
years after I came to St. Louis. There 
was an Irishman lived upstairs in the house 


where I lived. He was a strong fellow and 
he made good money down on the levee, 
but he came to me one day and he said: 
“William, I think I will go over in Lilinois 
and get about 10 acres of ground some- 
where. I think my wife and me can make 
a better living that way. I don't want to 
take this clock of mine along. What vell 
you give me for it?’ 

“I told him I didn’t have much money. 
*Well,’ he said, ‘my shoes need half soles. 
Put the half soles on for me and give me 
six bits and the clock is yours.’ I put on 
the half soles and paid him the six bits 
and there’s the clock. I don't know where 
the Irishman is. I have never seen him 
from that day to this. 

“The clock is still a very good clock. It 
tells me the time of day and makes no mis- 
tuke. It has sat there on that shelf for 2 
years. Once it got out of fix and stopped. 
The people who walked by my door always 
looked in at the old clock to see what time 
it was. When they saw it was not running 
they were disappointed. So I had it fixed 
and it has been running and keeping good 
time ever since. 

‘Lok at that picture up there on the 
wall. That is a picture of a shoemaker. 
He ts telling the poor weman that the shoe 
she has brought to be repaired is too far 
gone. Twenty-five years ago a man came 
into my shop, when I had it where Brandt's 
shoe store is now, on Broadway and Green 
street.

apart, carted three miles and set up ready 
for use in 48 hours. In sections it fills 
three stake wagons. There are H sections 
to each building. Each section is num- 
bered and they are fastened together with 
bolts like the sections of a portable ice 
box. 

“The portable schoolhouses are exactly 
what St. Louis needs,” said Mr. Ittner, 
“There is not sufficient money at the com- 
mand of the School Board to erect per- 
manent buildings to meet the needs of the 
school population, and the portable bulld- 
ings will fill every requirement and not ex- 
ceed in cost the amount at the disposal of 
the board. 

“While they are portable they are as ser- 
viceable as permanent buildings and they 
will last a great many years. 

“They will be identical in size and inte- 
rior arrangement with the rooms in the new 
schoo! buildings. The floor space is 24x32 
feet and each room wil) accommodate %& 
pupils in single seats. 

“The ceilings will pe 12 feet high. Each 
room will be lighted by six windows, all In 
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nut Park School. which is in the northeast- 
ern part of the city near the cemeteries. 

Supt. Soldan stated that there were nine 
rented rooms in use at present. “There were 
30 rented rooms in use two years ago,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘and by the ist of January next ¢his 
objectionable feature of the school sysiem 
will be done away with entirely. 

“The rented rooms are two at the Dozier 
School, two at the Adams, two at the Mar- 
quette and three at the Walmut Park. Ad- 
ditions to all the schools mentioned except 


the Walnut Park will be completed by the | 


end of the current year which will permit 
us to vacate the rented rooms, The port- 
able rooms will be used at the Walnut Park 
School. 

“Shifting population and  insuffictent 
funds has made it necessary for the board 
to rent dwellings and storerooms for the 
accommodation of surplus attendance.

He Is still working at 
it and expects to shoe horses for many 
years to come. He has never missed a day 
from work on account of sickness. He 
has never laid off except on Sundays and 
holidays. 

Kirby’s horseshoeing shop Is on the south 
side of Laclede avenue, between Twenty- 
seventh and Twenty-eighth streets. He has 
been in business there ever since he came 
to St. Louis in 1874. He lives with his fam- 
lly at 3523 Clark avenues. 


“I was born in County Limerick, Ireland, 
in 1839,’’ said Kirby. ‘“What month? I don’t 
know What month it was. It don’t make 
any difference. I came to New York with 
my parents when I was 8 years old. When 
I was 14 years old I was apprenticed with a 
horseshoer named Jeffries on Crosby And 
Bleecker streets. After I had served my 
time with him I went to work for Richard 
Howell at 50 Thirteenth street. I worked 
for him continuously for 28 years. When I 
left him I was getting $27.0 a week. New 
York is a fine city. I liked it there. 1 
wouldn’t have left New York if it hadn't 
been for my health. It was bad and al- 


‘though it had not got so bad that I had to 


lose any time the doctors told me I had 
better go out West somewhere. 

“So I came out here to St. Louls. I had 
saved my money and I had enough to start 
up in business for myself. I opened a shop 
in 1874 out here on what was then the Man- 
chester road. There was not much city 
around there then. My patronage came 
chiefly from the farmers and teamsters, 
who used the road, and from the fine fam- 
ilies in what was then the West End. 

“TIT had plenty <8 work then. Most of the 


time I had seven men in my employ. There 
was always a row of horses in the shop and 
others waiting. I guess I made as much 
as $600 a month then, but it is all gone 
and here I am still at the anvil. 

“I don’t have as much to do now, but I 
have enough. I could have kept all of my 
patronage if I had followed the population 
to the western part of the city. But 1 pre- 
ferred to stay where I was. 

“I do not know how many horses I have 
shod in my life. I have shod too many to 
count. I never kept account of my earn- 
ings. I suppose I have made the weight of 
a man in gold, but I have none of it now. 
There is as much money now in the busi- 
ness as there ever was if one Is located so 
as to get the business. 

‘Three years agu I was a delegate to the 
convention of Master Horseshoers at New 
York. That is the only time I have been 
back since I left there in 1874.

The construction consists of aluminum 
Staves, T-shaped, and at right angles, and 
16 rings, standing vertically M feet apart, 
constitute the support. They are secured 
by numerous strong aluminum wires radi- 
ating from the center and resembling epokes. 
The rings are fastened by horizontal! string- 
pieces and divide the airship into }6 sec- 
tlons. Around the entire framework Is ap- 
plied externally a network of strong cord 
made of ramie, a very tough but light mate- 
rial. Each of the 17 chambers is also given 
a coating of this material on the inside. 

In each of these sections is attached an 
alr-chamber, that fills out the interior, so 
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that the framework really contains 17 in- 
dependent balloons. Should one of these 
become damaged, the others would remain 
intact, similar to the compartments of a 
ship, but more secure, because they do not 
communicate. _ " 

‘The material of which the balloons are 
made is dense, but very light silk. The 
Whole framework of the construction is 
coated with a watertight composition of 
gum, which protects it from the direct rays 
of the sun and renders it impervious to 
rain. This covering is absolutely air proof. 

Altogether the balloons will have a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 cubic meters. They will be 
filled with hydrogen gas, furnished in 
strong cast iron cylinders, in compressed 
form. 

Rach contains five cubic meters, and itt 
will therefore require 2000 of these cylinders 
for an inflation. They are stored in an 
Independent float which, when ready to 
be used, can be towed to the hall. By the 
use of a pecullar system of pipes each bal- 
loon is filled independently and a cubic 
meter of gas, it is calculated, will carry one 
kilogram of weight, consequently the total 
weight, inclusive of the motors, machinery 
and necessary appliances and the operators 
and ballast must not exceed 9,000 pounds. 
It is not expected that this maximum will 
ever be reached. The ballast is so planned 
that in case of damage to one of the bali- 
loons the others will still posseas the neces- 
sary carrying power.

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Novel Scheme of a New York 
Street Preacher to Help 
the Unfortunate. 


N the course of five years the American 
Rescue Army, through its chaplain, 
Frederick Roztler, a street preacher, 

has provided lodging over night for more 
than 21,000 destitute men in New York. This 
he has done by a system of street auctions, 
which have been going on in the vicinity of 
Madison Square during that time. His 
formula is something like this: 


seine, going, going! Will any gentleman 


give 15 cents? Remember, this is an in- 
vestment in Heaven. God's blessing goes 
with it. Will any one give me 10 cents? 
Ten cents will give a man a lodging for 
the night. Ten, ten, going at ten, gving, 
one. ank you. 


The auction block is on !mprovised pulpit, 
usually a soap box. A long line of home- 
less men stand by the curbstone while the 
street missionary pleads with the passers-by 
in this novel fashion. These curious sales 
havo taken place every Wednesday and 
Sunday evening, rain or shine, for more 
than five years. 

The Rescue Army has practically no 
workitg capital, but depends mainly upon 
the generosity of the passing public. 

Promptly at 8 o’clock every Wednesday 
and Sunday Chaplain Rotzier places the box 
beside the curb, kneels end offers a short 
prayer. Later he rises and begins to sing 
some familiar hymn. The unfortunate men 
who have collected about him are mean- 
while arranged in line along the cur®d and in- 
vited to join in the singing. 

It is not uncommon for a hundred home- 
less men to be collected in this way and 
provided for in a single evening. The auc- 
tion does not proceed until after the re- 
ligious services. The singing is interrupted 
leng enough for a short sermon, in the 
course of which the purpose of the meeting 
is explained. 

The preacher uses the long line of home- 
less men as an object-lesson in depicting 
the evils of intemperance and sin. He urges 
the forlorn figures before him to lead better 
lives. The situation lends itself well to 
this double purpose, and the preacher 
makes the most of It. 

Corttributions are not asked for until the 
crowd has reached what promises to be its 
maximum size. The chaplain then states 
how much money he has to contribute and 
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figures out now many men he will be able 
to shelter for the night with that amount. 
As a rule this sum does not go very far. 
The men are then asked if any one has 15 
cents, the price of the night’s lodging, lack- 
ing only a cent or two. These cases are 
auctioned off first. The chaplain states how 
much money a man lacks to sheltér him for 
the night and calls for a bid. The crowd 
always enters into the spirit of the thing, 
and the bidding may be said to be

N a gafe deposit vault at Kansas City,

low with age, first written as originally 
translated in 1829 by Joseph Smith from the 
gold plates alleged to have been found 
by him on the hill of Cumorah, at Pal- 
myta, N. Y. 
hig translation does not authorize the 
doctrine or practice of polygamy. 

This original manuscript is the property 
of Georgo W. Sweich, a retired banker of 
Richmond, Mo. Mr. Schweich inherited the 
manuscript from David Whitmer, his ma- 
ternal grandfather, who was one of the 
three witnesses to the translating of the 
golden plates by Joseph Smith, and was 
oné of those who wrote the manuscript at 
Smith's dictation. The Book of Mormon 
was first printed from this manuscript in 
188 by E. B. Grandin of Palmyra, N. Y. 
After the book was published the manu- 
‘ecript and the table on which it was writ- 
tem became the property of David Whit- 
‘meér, who took them to Missour!, and they 
remained in his possession until his death 
in. 1888.

That has 
been shown by actual statistics, although 
there are dissenters. It is onty a

He 
calls ghem germplasms, and they constitute, 
he says, the seed cells which ere transmit- 
ted from generation to generation, and 
which preserve the human race. 

This extraordinary theory Welssman 
based on the alleged fact that microscopic 
animals consisting of only one cell each 
never die They multiplied ty fission, he 
says. That is to say, after growing to a 
certain size they break in two, each half 
forming a complete new animal, as strong 
and active as the first. 

Other scientists, however, found, so they 
said, after one or two hundred multiplica- 
tions, that the animals died of senile decay. 

Some thinkers believe that genius is 
Fporadic, but that theory also is untenable. 
Grant Allen thinks that geniuses are largely 
evolved from their surrounding by circum- 
stances, and are but slight variations from 
the level of intelligence around them. 


“If the fabulous Indian shot the original 
Washington at his first aim,.”” he writes; 
“If whooping-cough had carried off Abra- 
ham Lincoln in a Western shanty,- the 
Union would doubtless now be just as in- 
tact as ever, and none the less be filled 
with cheap lithographs of some Jenkins or 
Smithson who was first in war, firet in 
peace and first In the hearts of his country- 
tnen. Athens had a Parthenon not because 
there was a Phidias there ready to build 
one, but because there was a large body of 
citizens who wanted a Parthenon built. 
Had Phidias died tn his cradle there woftid 
have been a Parthenon all the same.” 


The heredity of genius {s accounted for, 
as all heredity is, by Darwin's theory of 
pangenesis, which is, however, only a the- 
ory. It is to the effect that every part 
of the human body produces certain cells 
called “germmules,”’ and that these unite 
to form the gernwlasm from which new 
bodies are developed. In the new life these 
Kermmules are developed into organs and 
parts similar to those which gave theS 
birth. Similarity of brain between parents 
and sons would of course be likely to re- 
sult. 

Undoubtedly the case that a large num- 
ber of geniuses produce relatively inferior 
children, and that some of these children, 
while possessing their parents’ mental abil- 
ity, are physically unable to accomplish 
what their parents did. 

There are several reasons for this. Some 
Clusses of geniuses are not mad for love 
aind do not think of it. They are likely to 
marry not at all, or late in life. In such 
cases vigorous offsprings are not to be ex- 
pected. Such men are likely to be unat- 
tractive to women and to marry at last 
women who are not best suited to the du- 
tiles of matnerity. 


There is another class of geniuses, of a 
warm and enthusiastic temperament, who 
are prone to dissipation. These are also 
likely not to propagate their genius. An- 
other thing standing in the way of the re- 
production of genius is that the son Is likely 
to ir.herit his mother's character.

It has been gradu- 
ally admitted that ordinary qualities of 
mind, such as good or il) temper, are inher- 
ited. Nobody doubts that. Imperfections 
of the mind, such as insanity, are heredl- 
tary. That is e matter of history, as in the 
cases of the Augustinian dynasty in Rome 
and the Spanish succession. The madness 
of the Cesanar IEmpcrors is an admitted 
fact, and the three Pedros of Castille, Por- 
tugal and Aragon, all insane, all related and 
all surnamed “The Cruel,’’ bred a succes- 
sion of crazy monarchs, which, with cer- 
tain breaks, lastel for 350 years. Another 
case of insanity which changed the history 
of Murope was that of Charles VI. cf 
Frenece. This taint communicated to the 
house of Lancaster through the King’s 
daughter, Kate, who married Madcap Hal 
of Engiand, produced the incapable King 
Henry VI. and led to the bloody war of tne 
Roses.

URIAL alive was the fate Dr. Carto 
Monte faced.

He 
has written his own story of a terrible ex- 
periense. He had been overrun with work. 
Four patients were near death; an inti- 
mate friend had just died; he collapsed 
while lecturing at the University of Turin 
and was pronounced dead several hours 
later by his pupil and colleague, Dr. For- 
cas. He heard this verdict, heard the un- 
dertakers arrive and knew that he 
was placed in a coffin, but was unable to 
move. Here is the story: 
By Dr. Carl Monti. 

667 HAD myself always maintained that 

| death ensued the moment after the 

. last breath was drawn, And I wasn't 
breathing, not perceptibly, at least. With- 
in me the circulation of blood had stopped— 
stopped to all appearances. The windows 
were not open—one of the men just said 
that it would be well to let in some fresh 
air. The cold I felt was the cold of death, 
or the absence of animal warmth, if you 
will have it so. 

“The more I pondered on these facts the 
more I became convinced that I was really 
dead. One of the first things that I learned 
in medicine was to the effect that the 
transition beginning with the suspension of 
life’s functions to absolute death, lasts from 
one to tewelve hours, and that during sald 
period, when the breath is out of the body, 
one is dead to all outside world, if not 
before one’s own consciousness. I had never 
thought much about this part of medical 
knowledge, or want of certainty. Now it 
was brought home to me with terrible forcs 
and with the knowledge I had I couldn’t 
doubt that I was either dead or in the 
transitory state that precedes actual dis- 
solution. 

“Then the physical aspects of my case 
arose luminously before my hard working 
brain. The symptoms of death were doubt- 
lessly written upon my countenance and 
were apparent In the general aspect of my 
body. I couldn’t feet my pulse, but I knew 
that it acted, only at great intervals, if at 
all. The frost in my limbs taught me that 
my skin must be cold and clammy to the 
touch. It was also pale. I felt sure of that, 
though I didn’t know exactly why. 

‘Death looks out of man’s ‘brokeh eye’— 
the peculiar condition of the eye styled 
‘broken’ is one of the few absolutely cer- 
tain signs of death. Was my eye broken, 
or dil it appear so? Surely Forcag had 
not neglected this point. O, if I could only 
raise my eyelids I might have convinced 
myself. 

“While I was thus increasing my tor- 
tures by unanswerable questions the under- 
taker’s men raised me by my head, feet and 
under the body and none too gently de- 
posited me in the coffin. I was then 
washed and dres:#4 for burial, encased be- 
tween five boards, to which a sixth was 
soon to be added, by order of one of the 
best physicians in the city, my own pupil, 
a man who prided himself upon following 
my footsteps. I was dead, I must be dead, 
yet I was conscious. 

“With these horrid thoughts for dom- 
pany I must have shuddered. Yet it was 
unnoticed. My brain at last gave out, 
ceased to hear, ceased to think aind I again 
relapsed into coma. 

‘How long I slept I don’t know. The ar- 
rival of friends, who came to have a last 
look at me. awakened me, and the dread- 
fulness, the ghastly hideousness of my po- 
sition stood instantly before my mental 
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eyes again. I said to myself: “My body 
is dead, very well, but what about my 
soul? What's the use of having an fm- 
mortal soul if it cannot manifest itself.’ 
But I. could not be dead. My faculty of 
thought was inimpatired; didn't that prove 
the presence of life, of a certain amount 
of strength? Where there is strength there 
must be a will. I had an ardent wish to 
speak, to act, to live. Why not exercise it? 

“Yes, why not? My inability to do so wag 
dnving me insane. 

“Then the ques'ion as to my nerves came 
up before my mind's court. Had the tele 
phone connection between my brain and 
the nerves ceased? Had those fleet mes- 
sengers gone on strike, and why? What 
could be done to set them to work again? 
And might not I force them into service 
if I tried hard? My memory teemed with 
recollections of cases of the sway wielded 
by the exercise of extraordinary will pow- 
er. There was a man in Milan who could 
make his heart jump or.stand still, accord- 
ing to his sweet pleasure, I had seen it 
done myself. 

“With this, confidence tn my ability te 
Hive returned. ‘I will live; I must live; no 
one shall hinder me to live’ I cried, 

“But, lo, eome voice near the door said: 
‘Tt's getting late, gentlemen; we ought to 
close the lid.’ I woulkin’t have time te ex- 
ercise my will power so as to bring on the 
change in my outward eppearance even if 
I could. Yet fright geve impetus to my in- 
tentions. ‘Now or never,’ it cried within 
me. 

‘In endeavored te expand my breast, te 
exhale. To my horror it was impossible. 
Breathing wa sout of the question, and I 
felt it was growing dark about me Now 
something heavy shook the walls ef the 
box in which I was lying. The lid. They 
began screwing it on. 

“Wild rage, unbridled fury, took hold ef 
me at this moment. I, a physician, was 
to rot alive because ecience didh’t know 
enough to distinguish between asphyxia 
and death. Moreover, had they tried all 
known means for definitely ascertaining 
whether I was really dead or not, or had 
they merely trusted to outward appear- 
ances and to the scientific aspect of my 
case? 

“Of all senses that of hearing is least af- 
fected by asphyxia. Of course, the doctors 
had no means for finding out whether I 
could hear or not, but there were other 
means for determining my true condition. 
A cold, clear mirror held before my mouth 
and nostrils would cover it with dampness 
if I breathed; a Nghted candle or a tuft of 
eiderdown exposed to these organs would 
indicate or deny the same. The water in 
a full saucer placed on my naked stomach 
would tremble if I was alive—had they 
made these tests? 

“Had they plerced my Hps and tongue 
with needles to see if the blood would 
flow? Had they brushed by back with 
rough brushes and had they tickled the 
soles of my feet? 

“Why hadn’t they burned me with seal- 
ing wax? Why hadn’t somebody stuffed 
his lighted cigar under my nose? A mus- 
tard plaster costs only a few centesiml, 
They wouldn't even spend that. There was 
an electric battery in my room, Why 
hadn't they used it on me? The oriminals, 
the murderers, who called themselves my 
friends! 

“I had goten eo far in my med raving 
when I heard a shrill voloe cry out. Three 
ecrews were in the Ud of my coffin. I was 
helpless. ‘I must see him again,’ oried the 
voice. I cannot let him go from me with- 


out another look!’ 

“Tt was my wife. How warmly I thanke® 
her! They reasoned with her, but she would 
have none of their reason. My heart was 
torn with doubts with each minute's delay. 
At last the screws were loosened and the lid 
lifted. My gratitude knew no bounds, But 
was it not a temporary relief? 

‘Had she simply looked I do not doubt it 
would have been. But with a wild cry she 
sprang beside me. Her hot tears fell upon 
my face, her warm hand touched my 
heart, her arms embraced me. “My Carlo,’ 
she cried, ‘ do not leave me, my love, my 
life!’ ° 

“Was it that cry that appealed to a mer- 
ciful Providence I don’t profess to know. I 
felt my eyelids tingle. A glow sprang 
through my body.

HE Abbess of St. Benedict's, Rome, the 
fe Lady Mechtildis Pynsent, O. 8. B., 
who is now traveling through the 
United States making note of its education- 
al’ and religious features, was recently in 
St. Louis. ‘ 

This lady !s of English descent, the 
daughter of Sir Robert Pynsent, D. C. L., 
the head of one of the illustrous Catholic 
families of Great Britain. On her mother’s 
side, Lady Pynsent is a descendant of Lord 
Maguire, whose devotion to the heuse of 
King Charles only ended with his death. 

After assuming the religious garb Lady 
Pynsent was selected by Cardinal Manning 
to go to Rome and found the Convent of 
St. Benedict. The house ts in the Ludo- 
vicl quarter, and the summer house ts at 
Castel GondolMfo.

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It Is Said, the True Story of 


the Suicides at Meyerling is 
Told for the First Time. 


HE “whole truth” of the Mayerling 
af tragedy, the direst disaster that ever 
befell the house of Hapsburg, may at 
last be known—if one accept the. statement 
of a German author of good repute, Herr 
von der Plenitz, who has written ‘The 
Whole Truth Regarding the Death of the 
Crown Prince, Rudolph of Austria." This 
book is now being excitedly discussed in 
every corner of Purope. 

All the more or less ill-founded theories, 
all the scandals and surmises and suspi- 
clons that have flourished during the 10 
years since that mysterious catastrophe 
which linked forever the names of the 

‘rown Prince and the beautiful young 
Baroness Marie Vetsera, are, says Herr 
von der Planitz, at fault. Rudolph'’s mem- 
ory, he says, has been maligned, his death 
misinterpreted. The true version, which the 
author has been at much pains to substan- 
tlate to the extent of some 400 pages of 
Printed matter, is, he claims, the only one 
which has evér attempted to do justice to 
the ill-fated Prince. Here, in brief, is his 
theory: 

There were, contrary to repeated rumors, 
‘no murders done at Mayerling. Rudolph 
died from his own well-aimed bullet. Marie 
Vetsera was also a suicide. The startling 
feature of the new theory is that Rudolph 
did not die willingly. The Baronness drank 
from her vial of poison because Rudolph 
had told her there must be a final parting 
between them. He had given his oath to 
the Emperor. But, dying, she left a note 
addressed to her mother. This note, which 
fhortly became famous, was really intended 
for Rudolph. It said, ‘“‘Rudolph and I must 
die.’ At the sight of the dead girl, dead 
because of him, and of the last words she 
had written, Rudolph felt that from_so pain- 
fula situation there was no escape for him 
but death. And inasmuch as his reason 
later became known to his family and to 
the Pope, his death was not regarded as a 
fin, and Catholic burtal was permitted. Vet- 
‘ferA s death was premeditated. But never, 
until he beheld her lifeless, did Rudolph feel 
that he was constrained to choose the same 
fate.

Herr von der Plantz’s ex- 
tragedy the famillar story 
must he retold sccording to his verston. 
In January, 1889, Rudolph, Archduke, 
Crown Prince and heir to the kingdoms of 
Austria and Hungary. was 31 years old. 
He was tall, with a slender figure and a 
etrone dark face which the Austrians con- 
sidered handsome. He was a brilliant sol- 
dier and a student as well. He was loved 


by the people, and his personal charm was 
such that he had unnumbered friends 
among the warmest of whom were WIiI- 
helm II., Emperor of Germany, and the 
Prince of Wales. But, unfortunately for 
Stephanie, his neglected wife, the daugh- 
ter of the King of Belgium. the Prince 
was not faultless. Not only was he openly 
tired of Stephanie but he made no effort to 
conceal his successive fancies for other la- 
dies of the Austrian court. All other women 
were forgotten when the Crown Prince first 
saw the lovely Baroness, hardly more than 
a child in years, Marie Vetsea. This hap- 
pened at the Polish ball tn Vienna in 1888. 
It was the fashion to make much of Vet- 
sera. But the Prince outdistanced all her 
other admirers and made violent love to 
her immediately. 

Vetsera, who was but 17, was a wonderfu] 
brunette, with enormously dark, dreamy 
eyes that were the admiration of Vienna. 
Her neck was long and slender, her bear- 
ing distinguished. In temperament she was 
essentially romantic. 

As the year wore on Marle Vetersa and 
the Prince saw euch other more and more 
frequently, usually at the house of the 
Countess Larisch, a cousin of the Prince. 
The attachment was the favorite gossip of 
the Vienna court. Nor can it be supposed 
that Stephanie, sitting at home with her 
little 5-year-old daughter Elizabeth, heard 
nothing of the talk that was on so many 
tongues. 

Meanwhile the friends of both noticed 
changes in the infatuated pair. Marie grew 
dreamy, oblivious to her immediately sur- 
roundings, and at times melancholy. She 
inquired more than once concerning the 
effects of various poisons. Of death she 
spoke often and calmly, quoting, ‘““‘Whom 
the gods love die young.” 

Rudolph, who had grown more and more 
wildly in love, at last wrote to the Pope, 
begging permission to be divorced from 
Stephanie and to marry Vetsera. The Pope 
replied that in the event of a divorce the 
Prince must not marry again. If he elected 
to marry Vetsera, who was so greatly his 
inferior In birth, he was notified that he 
would be obliged to give up the throne. 
At the same time the Pope sent a courier 
bearing an important message to the 
Prince's father, the Austrian Emperor. The 
Emperor summoned Rudolph, a stormy 
scene followed, and Rudolph swore that he 
would give up Vetsera. 

Rudolph, always a passionate lover 
hunting, then abandoned himself to 
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chase. His hunting trips grew more and 
more frequent. During most of them he 
made his headquarters at the old castle 
of Mayerling, and Marie Vetsera knew of 
it. Therefore, Rudolph having gone’ to 
Mayerling on Monday the 2th and having 
received word from Vetsera that she would 
come on Tuesday, stayed at home from the 
chase to receive her. That afternoon they 
held their final interview, the result of 
Which was found in a note the unhappy 
girl had written to her sister: ‘To-day 
he set before me plainly at last the impos- 
sibility that I could ever become his; he 
has given his oath to his father to give me 
up. It is ail over. I go to my death hap- 
pily.’’ 

In this pitiful note of a love-stricken girl 
there is no mention of Rudolph’s intention 
to die. Had the two planned to die together 
would Rudolph have impressed upon her 
the necessity of their parting? 


At the same time Vetsera must 
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Mrs. Hawley, an Iffinois Woman, 
Sacrificed Wealth in a Cause 
Which Now Sustains Her, 


HAWLEY of Pekin, 
M Ill., bas given away a fortune in 
the cause of temperance among the 
miners of the State of Illinols. After a 
life of unusual activity, at the age of 5l 
years, she finds herself almost penniless, 
‘yet she has not deserted her labors. 

Mrs. Hawley was born at Waynesville, De 
Witt County, lll, April 1, 1848 She wat 
the daughter of James P. Marvin, a plo- 
neer, who moved to Illinois from Pennsy|- 
vania. He became a widely-known temper- 
ance advocate in those early days, after 
having been driven from a home in which 

drunkenness had made itself bitterly felt, 
and after having seen his mother die of a 
broken heart. He, being the eldest, pro- 
cured homes and employment for _ his 
brother and sister and took care of them 
until they were grown and married. At all 
times he was a strong and earnest advocate 
of total abstinence, 

When little Mary Martin came into the 
world she found that six brothers had pre- 
ceded her. Her father was so rejoiced over 
her advent that he flew the Stars and 
Stripes from the roof of his house all day, 
and the neighbors came from near and 
far to learn the cause of this unusual dem- 
onstration. 

When she was 3 years old her parents 
moved to Delevan Prairie, Logan County, 
Til. There her father prospered, and with- 
in a few years was the owner of 1000 acres 
of land and was out of debt. At the end of 
fourteen years the family removed to Pe- 
kin, near Peoria. 

There Miss Martin met Norman G. 
ley, and on her 18th birthday, April 
they were married. 

Mr. Hawley owned a coal mine and a 
grain elevator and was otherwise prosper- 
ous. They moved to a farm south of Pe- 
kin and from there he conducted his busi- 
mess. After a few years he met with an 
Sccident which seriously damaged his men- 
tal condition, and from that time forward 
Mrs. Hawley attended to all of his financlal 
affairs. She superintended the coal mine, 
conducted the business of the elevator, reg- 
ulated the farm and at the same time at- 
tended to her housework, during the busy 
season boarding from six to eighteen of her 
empiloycs. 

After a few years of such laborious life, 
Mra. Hawley succeeded in leasing the mine 
and elevator to a number of Pekin cap- 
italistes. In this transaction her friends 
have taken much pride. Two pieces of 
property which had been for years a bur- 
den, though profitable, were made to pay 
her a large annual rental, clear of all ex- 
penses. 

It was during this active life that Mrs. 
Hawley became so deeply interested in the 
effects of the liquor traffic, as viewed by 
her every day. She saw miners, many of 
them her employes, living in poverty be- 
cause of drink. Miners’ wives came to her 
to seek protection from drunken husbands, 
and their children were deprived of schooi- 
ing and often of clothing because of the 
eppetite of their fathers. 

' These observations so atrlies Mrs. Haw- 
ley that she began to hold gospel temper 
ance meetings in her house. There re 
@ulted in considerable good, and soon she 
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Cs _ @rected a mission hall, where she conducted 


~school for several years, In con-

during the week. Many’ men and women 
were converted and became consistent mem- 
bers of some. church. 

This unusual activity attracted attention 
from more prominent temperance workers 
in the State, and Mrs, Hawley was invited 
to join their ranks. From that time on 
she was a delegate to nearly every State 
and national prohibition convention held, 
and is now a member of the executive com-, 
mittee of the Prohibition pariy of Illinois. 

All during this iIme, from the earliest 
days of her work, her husband was bitterly 
opposed to Mre. Hawley spending so much 
of her time and money In the cause of tem- 
perance. When she became a figure of im- 
portance in State and national gatherings, 
his opposition oniy increased with her act- 
ivaty. 

On the night of Oct. 17, 1892, while Mrs. 
Hawley was driving through a lonely forest 
near her home, on her way to a school- 
house, where she was to lead a gospel 
temperance meeting, she was shot in the 
face. She still bears a marked scar from 
the wound 

In connection with this affair, Mr. Hawley 
was arrested At the trial the jury de- 
clared that the discharge of the Weapon 
was due to an accident, and he Was ac- 
quitted. 

Mrs. Hawley has long been recognized as 
the leading temperance worker in the Fe- 
kin district—a district which Manufactures 
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a greater amount of whisky than any other 
in the world—and her advice is often sought 
by other workers in the field in Illinois. 

For her labors she has been persecuted 
vindictively and relentlessly by the friends 
of the liquor traffic, but she bas never 
failed to attack them, both with tongue 
and pen, and to uphold the cause to which 
she has given so much of her time and 
money. 

During the many years of her activity, 
Mrs. Hawley, at her own expense, estab- 
lished mission halls for the benefit of 
miners throughout the Central Lllinois dis- 
trict, 
gradually slipped away. 
owned 12300 acres south of Pekin, but this 
mortmaged and eventually passed 
hands. jut Mrs. 
work among the miners,. and 
they, for whom she had done so much, 
raised a fund for her benefit two years 
azo .and have since provided her with a 
home in Pekin. The Prohibitionists of the 
State interested themselves in her, and 
throvgh them she has been provided with 
a permanent home in Chicago. 

During the last year Mrs. Hawley has 
devoted her time to the writing of a book 
entitled “One Woman's Work,’ which is 
practically an autoblography. It will be 
published this winter. She has aiso writen 
a play, “Trve to Her Convictions,” which 
will be staged next yeur.

Baltazzi died, and, according to credible 
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, “MARIE VETS ERA'S 
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authority, his body lies in the same grave 
with that of his niece Marie. 

The inward disturbance of both Rudolph 
and Marie at the dinner that night at the 
castle may be taken for granted. Yet out- 
wardly each was gay and the feast was 
hilarious. For entertainment there was 
Sratfisch, the Prince's private coachman, 
who could whistle marvelously and whose 
other accomplishments were such that the 
Prince received him on almost an intimate 
footing. 

That night Marie badé an early farewell 
to the guests in the castle. She had come 
from Vienna with an unalterable decision 
to push matters between herself and Ru- 
dolph to a crisis. Her alternatives were 
simple—Rudolph or death. Rudolph had 
that afternoon firmly explained to her: his 
future attitude; he was ready to give her 
up. For her, therefore, there remained 
only death. The vial of poison she had 
brought hidden tn her clothes from Vienna. 
Placing it beside her she wrote this note 
with its inexplicable postscript to her 
mother: 
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Dear Mother—I am going to die with 
Rudolph. We love each other too dearly. 
Forgive us and farewell. Your unfortu- 
nate MARIE.

This done, she emptied the vial. 

It was morning before Rudolph found her 
dead—dressed in white, with wreaths of 
fiowers next her dark hair. After the first 
shock was over his own decision was quick- 
ly made. Rudolph could not live at the 
expense of his honor. It was through his 
doing that the slim, white body of the ‘“‘Lit- 
tle Greek,” as they called her in Vienna, 
lay there rigid in death. He, a Prince 
could offer no defense. The taunts of ser- 
vants even who knew of his cowardice and 
its victim, would be justly flung at him. 
Then, under the same roof lay Baltazzi 
alling unto death. He cowd never mount 
the throne weighted with such chains as 
these. Better a bullet and an end to it. 
And there before him lay the tacit invi- 
tation to death of the woman who had 
loved him far too well. 

Steadying his hand, Rudolph wrote, in 


the gray light of that January 
five lettevs. In no one of them does ® 
give any reason for his death.

he wrote: “I must depart this life.

was about to surrender the active 
management of the woman's suffrage 
movement, to which she has given her life, 
her determination was attributed by some 
to age, by others to illness. Some were 
so bold as to imagine that Miss Anthony 
might have wearied of the suffrage propa- 
ganda. Possibly she was willing to speno 
the rest of ‘ther life in contented indifference 
to woman’s relation to the ballot box. 

Five minutes’ talk with Miss Anthony 
demolishes these hypotheses. Any one who 
should accuse this energetic woman of age, 
illness or indifference would be blind, in- 
deed. Mise Anthony is not old. That is, 
she will not be 80 until February, when her 
birthday is to be mightily celebrated by a 
woman’s convention in Washington, and 
she declares that her point of view is 
younger and her tastes more “frivolous” 
than when she was 20. As for health, her 
robust condition and her power of endur- 
ance would put the majority of the young- 
er generation to shame. 

When the question was put squarely to 
her at her home in Rochester the other 
day, ‘““Miss Anthony, has it paid? If you 
should have the ordering of another life, 
would you choose to spend it differently?”

There are five States where women have 
their proper rights and where they vote 
every election day, to the great advantage 
of the city, State and nation. So much 
achievement nobody can deny us. 

“But the fact that women can earn their 
living to-day side by side with men is due 
to us too. We have asked men for the 
one privilege that Includes all the others, 
They have replied by yiel lding to us in smali- 
er matters. The young woman who makes 
a good income as a doctor. a lawyer or 
a business woman is apt to consider that 
her success is who. ly due to her own tal- 
ent and charm. She often Says she doesn't 
care & Straw about voting and she mere! y 
tolerates those who do. But the truth is 
that she would be sitting quietly at home 
to-day if agitation had not smoothed the 
way for her.

distilled witch hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 
2 ounces. If the pittings are not very deep 
and are the result of pimples only, they can 
be removed. Be careful in using the lo- 
tion for which I have given you the for- 
mula, and see that it is kept away from ig- 
norant persons and young children. Bi- 
chioride of mercury is a dangerous poison, 
and while perfectly proper to use as here 
advised, it should be carefully guarded.

I give you also the formula for skin 
food: Dried rose leaves, 1 ounce; white 
wine vinegar, half a pint; rosewater, one- 
half pint. Pour the vinegar upon the rose 
leaves and let it stand for one week, then 
strain and add the rosewater, throwing the 
rose leaves away. The lotion may be used 
either pure, or diluted by putting about 
@ tablespoonful into a cupful ef rain water.

Dye for Eyelashes. 

J. BE. A. N.—This preparation will dye the 
eyelashes and the eyebrows: Gall-nuts, 12 
grams, sulphate of iron, 2% grains; water, 
75 grams, boil the gall-nuts in the water for 
2 minutes, strain through a plece of fine 
musiin; add the 2% grains of sulphate of 
iron to the strained water and boil again 
until the liquid is reduced to two-thirds its 
original bulk. Get a camel’s-hair paint 
brush and apply to the edge of the eyelids 
at the roots of the lashes. The operation 
will have to be repeated two or three times. 
Keep the bottle containing the dye tightly 
corked. 


Needs Constitutional Treatment. 

LADYE.—I think you should have some 
external treatment, something in the nature 
of a tonic. External remedies will not be 
apt to cure a case of salt rheum, particular- 
ly one of such long standing. Local treat- 
ment is, of course, important for the proper 
cleansing of the scalp and the stimulation 
of the sebaceous glands. Try the tincture 
of green soap for the shampoo, and use this 
ointment upon the scalp afterward: Re- 
sorcin, 4 grams; lanoline and vaseline, each 
8 grams; apply to the scalp at night. Do 
not use borax for washing your hair. Per- 
oxide of hydrogen always has the result 
you describe. It will not overcome the col- 
oring matter at the roots of the hair and 
the hair will continue to grow its natura) 
shade. One of the unmistakable proofs that 
peroxide is used is in the dark hair at the 
roots. You need @ general massage for the 
face. 

To Remove Stubborn Stains. 

H. K. G.—You might use a little diluted 
oxalic acid to remove a stubborn stain from 
your hands. The reason I do not approve 


the use of these strong acids is thatin time 
they injure the texture of the finger nalls. 
If you will get a pair of seamless rubber 
gloves to use while doing your housework 
they will save your hands.

NAPOLEON’S BOOTS MADE A SHOEMAKER’S 


HE boots worn by Napoleon Bona- 
parte at his coronation in Notre 
Dame were eold the other day near 

Altkirch, Alsace, for 3% marks (about $6). 

You remember about the coronation; how 
the poor Pope, who didn’t want to do ita 
bit, had been brought from Italy to crown 
the Corsican, but didn’t because Napoleon 
snatched the crown from the Pontiff'’s trem- 
bling fingers and crowned himself; how a 
chip of stone, probably dislodged by ham- 
mering in putting up decorations, fell on 
Napoleon's eyes and made him wink; how 
beautiful poor Josephine was. 

Napoleon was particular about his corona- 
tion boots because of his little feet and be- 
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cause David, the great historical painter, 
was to make a great picture of the corona- 
tion. 

In fact David himself drew the design 
for the boots, which were buflt by an Alsa- 
tian cordonnier named Moll, out of cream- 
colored morocco. The first two pairs were 
thrown away, but the third pair exactiy 
suited. 

After the coronation was over and the 
great painting made, which everybody who 
goes to Paris makes a point of seeing, Moll 
brought in a dill for his boots. He wanted 
$200, which Napoleon denounced as robbery. 

“All right,” sald Moll. “Give me back 
the shees and you need pay nothing.” For 


it was 1804, Moll had the court custom and 
was getting rich. Josephine was as extrava- 
gant about boots as abeut everything else. 

Napoleon agreed. Ten years later, when 
the Bourbons came in, Moll's trade went 
to pieces and his savings were lost In specu- 
lation by his son. Then he went back, 
broken-hearted, to his native Alsatian town, 
carrying with him little except the Na- 
poleonic boots, to end his days. 

As it happened, the boots made his last 
days easy. The town was bitterly bostile 
to Bourbonism. , 

“Here's poor old Moll come back,” said 
one Alderman to another, “ruined by Bour- 
bon stock jobbing. Why, he made boots 


for Napoleon, for Papa Vlioleter (1 re- 
viendra dans le printemps).

Quimby of Portiand, Me., as far back as 
1838, that Mrs, Ieddy, June 4, 1899, publicly 
denounced her at the annual communion 
services for publishing statements to that 
effect, likening her to the Scarlet Woman 
depicted in the Book of Revelation, declar- 
ing her to be possessed of devils, and that 
the death of Mrs. Woodbury’s husband, two 
weeks after the publication of her state- 
ment, was a punishment direct from God 
for her sins against Chrisiian Science. 

For the circulation of these reports Mrs. 
Woodbury asks $15,000 damages. 

Mrs. Woodbury lives in a handsome resi- 
dence on aristocratic Commonwealth ave- 
nue, in Boston. Her heme is not only a 
handsome one, luxuriously fitted, but it Is 
airo artistic. She has a very pretty daugh- 
fer and two sons, one of whom is at Har- 
vard.

bis left foot upon the earth;"’ and the de- 
fendant claims that said book, of which 
she is the alleged author, is of equal au- 
thority and truth with the Holy Bible, and 
with the Bible contains complete religious 
truth or revelation, and that the mere peru- 
gal of said book will cure disease. 

For years I was very close to Mrs, Eddy. 
I had the opportunity to observe closely. 
When one believes implicitly nothing 
arouses one’s suspicions. Buf one day | 
was given access, among other papers, to 
some written statements of Dr. P. P. Quim- 
by of Portland, Me. On perusing these pa- 
pers I discovered that Mrs. Eddy’s science 
of healing was not only no power sent by 
the Almighty through her mediumship, but 
that she was not even the originator of 
the science for healing, Dr. Quimby having 
been its originator and first practitioner 
as far back as 1838, and Mrs. Eddy having 
learned all she knew of mental suggestion 
and its power to heal from Dr. Quimby. 

“IT further learned that Mrs. Eddy’s first 
acquaintance with Dr. Quimby dated back 
to October, 1862, when she was Mrs. Patter- 
son, Mr. Eddy having been her fourth hus- 
band. As Mrs. Patterson she had sought 
the ald of Dr. Quimhy for some spinal 
trouble which the doctcrs pronounced In- 
curable. Dr. Quimby eventually cured her.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—The latest advices 
from India convey the information 
that the Ameer of Afghanistan is 
again engaged in deeds of great cruelty 
and is thought to be insane. 


FGHANISTAN lies between parallels 
A $0 degrees and 38 of north latitude 

and 60 degrees 30 minutes, and 74 de- 
grees 30 minutes east longitudge. The full 
breadth of the country from north to soutn 
is about 500 miles; its length from the Her- 
at frontier to the Khaibar Pass, about 60) 
miles; the area is about 215,400 square miles. 
The surrounding countries are, on tne 
north, the Central Asian States, under the 
influence of Russia; on the west, Persia; 
on the gouth, the British poiltical agency 
of Beluchistan; and on the east, the moun- 
tain tribes scattered along the northwestern 
frontier of India and included itn the British 
sphere of influence. 

Abdur Rahman Khan, who fe a G. C. B. 
anda G. Cc. S. I, was recognized by the 
British Government as Amir in July, 
188. His subjects number about 4,000,000. 

Abdur Rahman is an enterprising des- 
pot and very ambitious. In 1896 he formal- 
ly assumed the title of Light of Union and 
Rel‘gion and proclaimed himse!! head of «ne 
Faithful, to the great amusement and per- 
haps ind:gnation of the Sultan of Turkey, 
who considers himeelf the great overiord 
of the Mohammedan world. 

Abdur Rahman !{s a man of war and ‘as 
had much experience in campaigns and bat 
tles. His army consists of about W000 men 
on a war footing. : The Amir believes in 
modern ideas in warfare and has estab- 
lished, under the superintendence of an En 
gi’shmaan, Sir Talter Pyne, a great areenal 
and manufactory, where cannon, rifles and 
ammun tion of the latest model are made. 


Abdur Rahman has had a wonderful and &®r 


exciting career. His early Life was spent 
fighting for his father in the domestic ware 
which were the normal condition of his 
country. He won great renown and deve! 
oped talents as 4 soldier and strategist of 
a high order. After he wae seated on the 
throne a satrap the Governor of Herat, 
acting perhaps under the inepirations of (fe 
Russ.ans, raised his standard and started a 
revolt. The Amir sent an army against 
the rebels, which was defeated and routed, 
Then Abdur Rahman took the field him- 
self and by ekiliful strategy soon crushed 
the insurgents. The terror of his name 
went through the land. His rule became 
more stern and hard, but fear has kept the 
people within the bounds of passive ivy- 
alty. 

His treatment of the Insurgents was char- 
acteristic. One by one he summoned the 
chiefs and noblemen to the Capital, and 
imprisoned and exiled them. Some he pun- 
ished by deriving them of all their worldly 
goods, which was considered a merciful 
punishment. 

In 1888 another revolt occurred, by the 
Amir’s cousin. This man had been sul)- 
moned to the Capital in friendly way, 
but he distrusted his good cousin. Seve: 
times he sent excuses until 
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an army against his kinsman. The latter, 
led out his followers, gave battle and over- 
threw the Amir’s troops. Abdur Rahman 
took to the fleld once more and utterly de- 
stroyed the enemy, Ishad Kahn, his cousin 
fleeing across the Oxus. He is now a “guest” 
of Russia and will pethaps be Amir of 
Afghanistan should Russia influence pre- 
vail at Kabul. 

The Amir ts full of professions of friend- 
ship toward the British, but they do not 
trust him. In the war last year, when ‘he 
tribes of northern India rose against the 
British, the Amir was suspected of fo- 
menting the trouble. But he seems to have 
cleared himself of this accusation and is 
still a British dependent. 

The Amir’s public speeches are marvels 
of eloqyence, verbosity, egotism, logic, 
exaggeration, plausibility and guile. His 
listeners stand itn front of him transfixed, 
and he plays upon their faculties with 
greedy avidity, dismissing them after a 
flery, but perfectly self-controlled har- 
angue, sometimes lasting three or four 
hours, with feelings of awe and wonder. 
In acdition to being a genius the Amir is 
a well read man, with almost a supernatur- 
ally retentive memory, for he can quote 
and recite volumes of valuable matter and 
place interpretations upon what he has 
read and heard, which a Daniel would be 
proud of. In @ recent speech he re- 
ferred to an incident of French history 
of thirty years j260 and he seems to have 
followed closely the events connected with 
the Turko-Greek war. He is a singularly 
interesting man to get into conversation 
with, but the stranger must speak Per- 
sian. Abdur Rahman does not speak Eng- 
lish.

One of the most important achievements 
of this census commission, however, has 
been the determining of the proger class!l- 
fication for the mosquito.

Contrary to thie opinion it Is now known 
that they are most harmful insects, one of 
the most harmful families of the insect 
kingdom, in fact, and that instead of ab- 
sorbing elements that might be injurious 
to man they themselves inject disease into 
the bodies of their victims. 

Ernest Austin of the natural history de- 
partment of the British Museum knows all 
about mosquitoes. He says: 

“T have found that such diseases as ma- 
laria are undoubtedly contracted from mos- 
quito bites at times, and I expect to prove 
that it is always so. We have already 
found that bird diseases In India are spread 
by parasites pecullar to them, and there 
is little reason to doubt that a similar 
state of affairs exists between mosquitoes 
and man and that malaria and its kin- 
dred diseases are due to the bite of this 
insect.”’ 

Another itmportant discovery made by 
these novel cengus takers is that the in- 
sect population of the world Is increasing 
at a most prodigious rate and that bugs 
ere constantly changing their habitation. 
That means that the insect population of 
the temperate zone is getting mixed up 
with that of the tropical, which accounts
